Democrat Declines To Yield Mobile Post- 
office to Republican Appointee. 


ENTIRELY NEW POINT RAISED 


Incumbent’s Commission Does Not Ex- 
pire Till December, 1898. 


N@ NOTICE OF R.MOVAL RECEIVED 


Attorneys Declare That the Law Says 
His Removal Must Be Confirmed 
by the Senate. 


Mobile, Ala., December 3.—Almost for 
four days past the newly appointed pot- 
master, P. D. Barker, republican, has in 
vain endeavored to obtain possession of the 
postoffice here from Postmaster Rapier, 
democrat. The latter’s attorneys have rais- 
ed an entirely new point of law, which 
Ingpector Tate says has never been raised 
in ‘his experience, nor has he ever had to 
transfer an office situated precisely as this 
One is. : 

Postmaster Rapier's commission expires 
in December. 1898. Mr. Barker was ap- 


potnted by President McKinley in October 


last. 

Mr. Rapier has had no notice of his re- 
moval, although Inspector Tate 
upon him tonight telegraphic instructions 
from Postmaster General Gary saying Ra- 
pier should acknowledge Barker’s commis- 
sion as notice of removal. no other notice 
being customary with the department. 

Mr. Rapier’s attorneys hold that the han- 
guage of the statute relating to postmasters 
of the first class is special; that it provides 
that the president shall appoint and may 
remove such officers by and with the ad- 
vice of the senate. Consequently. as Mr. 
Rapier’s commission had not expired, and 
Mr. Barker's appointment has not been 
confirmed by the senate, nor Mr. Rapier’s 
removal confirmed by the same body, Ra- 
pier is still postmaster. 

He is in the pestoffice, and is waiting

NATIONAL PRISON 


CONGRESS. 


Session Devotes Most of Day to Dis- 
cussion of Corporal Punishment. 
Austin, Tex., December 3.—The opening 
business session of the great national prison 

congress was held in this city today. 

Captain Joseph Nicholson, of Detroit. was 
detained-at home by sickness. and First 
Vice President Edward 8S. Wright, of Penn- 
syivania, presided over the meeting. 

Warden Otis Fuller, of Ionia, Mich., read 
an interesting paper on ‘‘Prison Labor Leg- 
islation,’’ in tavor of avoiding the working 
of convicts on every possible industry by 
the state. 

Several speakers took exception to the 
New York convict law, claiming that it 
was against the interests of honest labor. 
The New York delegation insisted that the 
law was all right, having been decided so 
by the laboring classes of New York and 
adopted at their instance, 

A lengthy discussion was also had on 
“What is the best solution of the convict 
labor problem?’’ 

The debate was opened by James French, 
warden of the federal.prison at Fort Leav- 
enworth, who was in favor of establishing 
schools in connection with every peniten- 
tiary in the land, so as to individualize each 
convict and assist his general progress. 

The most important subject discussed 
judging from the interest manifested, was 
“The Abolition of Corporal Punishment.”’ 
This subject excited so much interest that 
the chaplains at their afternoon session 
almost forgot the object of their meeting 
and drifted into the matter again, and it 
was on at the time of adjournment. 

The only two men who came to the res- 
cue of the corporal punishment system were 
Superintendent Whatley, of the Texas pen- 
itentiary, and Superintendent Hoyt, of the 
Colorado reformatory. Both these gentle- 
men said that demerits and dungeons might 
work in the east, but the Texas and Colo- 
rado horse thieves and robbers had to be 
dealt with more severely. Mr. Whatley 
was in favor of the “Jash’’ and Mr. Hoyt 
advocated a “spanking paddle.”’ 

Quite a number of wardeps, including J. 
W. French, warden at the Fort Leaven- 
worth prison, were opposed to corporal pun- 
ishment. At the afternoon session of the 
congress the chaplains held their meeting. 
News was received of the death of George 
H. Hickox, of Jackson, Miss., and the as- 
sociation drafted suitable resolutions of re- 
spect. Inasmuch as the death left a vacan- 
cy in the presidency, the first v&e presi- 
dent, Rev. William J. Batt, of Junction, 
Mass., was elected as his successor. 

The night session was devoted to general 
debate by the wardens on corporal punish- 
ment and reading of papers. :

Washington, December 3.—Commander 
Pillsbury, of the Vesuvius, which has been 
doing some hard work off the Florida 
coast, engaged in heading off filibustering 
expeditions, has been annoyed by the publi- 
cation in the newspapers a few days ago of 
a story to the effect that he allowed the 
tug Dauntless to pass with a schooner in 
tow which carried supplies of war to the 
Cuban insurgents. The commander has 
written a letter to the navy department in 
which he gays: 

“On November llth I heard that the 
Dauntless was at Fernandina for fumiga- 
tion. The Vesuvius proceeded tu that port 
at once to keep her under observation. She 
was found just crossing the bar tor Jack- 
sonville, to which port the Vesuvius ac- 
cOmpanied her. She was thoroughly 
searched and allowed to proceed to the city. 
She was taken on the ways and cleaned 
and painted and a few minor repairs made 
ta boilers and engines. 

“On November 17th she was put in the 
water again and on that day the Vesuvius 
proceeded to the mouth of the river to 
await her coming. On Friday, November 
19th, the tug came down the river with 
the schooner Jennie Thomas, of Baltimore, 
in tow, bound for Savannah. Both the tug 
and the schooner were searched thoroughly 
and critically. The schooner was emply 
and was cleared for Savannah. 

“The tug had nothing on board but coal, 
two or tbree blocks of ice and a small leg 
of beef. She had a crew of nine men. Her 
papers were complete and without a flaw. 
She anchored the schooner for the night 
near by and went alongside a wharf at 
Pilot Town. The next morning at very 
early daylight, just before she got under 
way, an officer was again sent on board 
and another search made with the same 
result. She was allowed to proceed.

These tribesmen held an almost inacceés- 
wible position on heights, which were 
stormed in fine style by the Gukas, who 
captured the position at the point of the 
bayonet. 

Many of the tribesmen were killed and 
the bodies of thirty of the dead were left 
behind them. 

Of the British forces Major Van Sittart 
and two men were wounded and two pri- 
vates were killed. 


AUTHORITIES WITHOUT MONEY. 


Seror Canalejas Finds 40,000 People 
Who Need Assistance. 


Havana, December 3.—Senor Canalejas, 
the special commissioner of the Spanish 
government, has returned here from’ his 
visit to the province of Pinar del Rio. 

He says there are in the province 40,000 
“concentradoes,’’ peasants gathered in from 
the country and neighborhood of the towns 
for protection from the insurgents or to 
prevent them from joining the enemy, and 
that they are all in want. Of this number 
15,000 are orphans and the majority are 
children of tender years.

FOR ALL THE FACTS 


Silver Men Will Insist on Full Disclesure 
of Welcett Commission’s Work. 


PAPERS WILL BE CALLED FOR 


Gold Senators Want to Know About 
That 15 1-2 to 1 Promise. 


SENSATIOHAL DEVELOPMENTS EXPECTED 


Debate on the Money Question To Be 
Notable Feature of Coming Ses- 
sion—No Legislation Expected.

Washington, December 3.—(Special.)—In a 
few days the. mission of those gentlemen 
now so busily engaged in prognosticating 
the president’s message will be at an end. 
In less than a week the president will have 
spoken for himself and the prophets who 
have so carefully prophes‘ed all around the 
question will, one and all, be proclaiming 
“I told you so,”’ while the rival New York 
papers will each devote an extra or two to 
showing how it was the particular influence 
which brought forth the executive declara- 
tions—no matter what they may be. Just 
now the information is given out at the 
white house that the president is still at 
work on his message, and these statements 
are borne out by the testimony of con- 
gressional visitors who have conferred with 
the president upon features of.that docu- 
ment. It is still unfinished, though the 
main features have been determined upon 
and dictated to the executive stenographer. 

The Talk of a Split. 

Among the prophets:‘and prognosticators 
much attention has been paid during the. 
past few days to a disagreement between 
the president ard his secretary of the 
treasury which they thought apparent. 
This has been enlarged on aud expanded 
until it assumed the proportions of a clasn 
which m.ght lead to open rup- 
ture, and the possibilities as the 
result of such a rupture have 
been dilated on at the usual length. 
When these Washington prophets get hold 
of a good thing they never let go until they: 
have played it to the limit. 

So it has been with this particular story.’ 
Some of the romancers, in order not to be 
outdone by their rivals, have gone so far 
as to speculate on results in case Secretary 
Gage should resign, as they have pictured 
him doing, and there has been another 
large crop of cabinet rumors in conse- 
quence. 

The fact of the matter is that there has 
been, is and will be no disagreement be- 
tween the president and the secretary as to 
the main purposes to be attained in their 
advocacy of currency reform. There may 
be some slight differences of opinion as to 
the details, but it will be nothtng more than... 
that, In the main they agree, and the 
recommendaticns of the secretary of the 
treasury, as fully outlined in The Constitu- 
tion a few days ago, will mark the line on 
which the administration will move in its 
efforts at currency legislation. 

In Glittering Generalities. 

There is little likelihood of the president 
going into details on this subject. Indeed, 
1 have it from a republican senator who. 
has talked with him on the subject that the 
message will discuss the need of reform 
in general terms; will prate upon that old 
theme, “the necessity of the government 
going out of the banking business,” about 
which we have heard so much, will urge 
that congress take some action and will 
refer with more or less approval to the 
recommendations of the secretary of the 
treasury, which are to be submitted to con- 
gress about as they were submitted to the. 
cabinet in October. 

The “‘more or less” in connection with 
his approval means that he may indorse 
the Gage plan specifically or may simply 
refer to it as the plan of an expert in 
finance in whom the president has had 
sufficient confidence to take him into his 
Official household. 


May Only Call Attention to It. 


Those who go into details concerning the - 
differences between the two men say that 
that portion of the secretary’s plan looking 
to the immediate retirement of $206,000,000 
of the greenbacks is looked upon with some 
disfavor by the president, who is inclined 
to favor delay in this respect. He favors, as 
do almost all the republicans, the ultimate 
retirement of the greenbacks, but he is 
afraid for political reasons to urge that 
it be done with haste. 

However, whether he will go into tais 
in the message can only be guessed at. I am 
inclined to think that he will content him- 
self with transmitting the Gage recom- 
mendations without assuming direct respon- 
sibility for them except as to certain -partic- 
ulars, winding up the financial part of the 
message with a general commendation of’ 
the Gage plan, urging congress to consider 
the secretary’s recommendations, but go- 
ing no further. oe 

The Same Old Cry. 

It comes from an inspired source that 
the president “will hold out the hope that 
an international coinage agreement is still 
to be looked forward to with anticipation 
of success.” From the same source and 
in the same connection comes the declara- _ 
tion that the president has “no intention 
of dropping this international phase of the 
money question.” 

Of course not. The republicans propose 
to make that international bugaboo do 
just as much service as possible and so 
long as there are any voters who can be 
fooled by it, we are going to hear of this 
“hope of success” om the lines of the Wol- 
cott commission firmly imbedded in the 
administration breast. 

That cannot be for long, however. We 
are going to get the truth of this Wolcott 
commission business when congress as- 
sembles, whether the president gives it in 
his message or not. 

Papers To Be Called For. 

Among the first resolutions introduced In 
the senate and the house will be several 
calling upon the president to transmit 
to congress the instructions under which 
Wolentt and his commission went abroad 
to be dined, feted and thrown down, and all

While the silver men are most active in 
their determination to get at the facts, they 
will have the support of some of the ex- 
treme gold senators and representatives of 
the president's own party who want to 
konw by what authority Senator Wolcott 
declared to the French ambassador at the 
conference in London that he and als as- 
gsociates accepted the proposition for free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 5% to 1 

They Say It Was Unauthorized. 

These gold men belong to the eastern 
wing of the republican party and have al- 
ways been frank enough to say that the 
St. Louis platform meant nothing but the 
gold standard—that the republican faith 
could be nothing else, and that all talk 
about international bimetallism was mere 
buncombe. They declare that Wolcott could 
have had no authority for such a declara- 
tion. that the election of McKinley can 
only mean one thing and that is the gold 
standard, and if the president authorized 
any such declaration they want to know 
it for future use. There are eastern sena- 
tors, who are disposed to crowd the admin- 
istration to the wall on this matter and 
they will aid in the adoption of resolutions 
calling for all the facts about the commis- 
sion and its visit. 

While of course there can be no legisla- 
tion on the silver question at this session 
of congress there will almost certainly be 
some most interesting and important de- 
velopments which will have great bearing 
upon the campaigns of the immediate fu- 
ture. Those senators and representatives 
from western states who have all the time 
deciared themselves “friends of silver’ and 
yet who helped McKinley are be- 
ginning to realize that for them the part- 
ing of the ways is in sight. 

They Must Declare Themselves. 

The failure of the Wolcott commission 
undoubtedly strengthens the democratic 
pos.tion and the men who have been able 
to hold the suffrages of the people on 
friend-for-silver protestations realize that 
the time is coming when they must Cee 

jclare themsg¢lves. Some of those who have 
,cammented on this phase of the political 
: situation are inclined to look for sensa- 
tional changes particularily in the senate, 
and it is possible that the present s.lver 
majority may be cut down one or two votes 
by men who have been posing as silver men 
going openly over to the gold side. These 
are the men who have prated on vheir 
“willingness to do something for silver,” 
but whose declaration have always been 
regarded es simply to square themselves 
with their constituents, but they will prob- 
ably be offset by the votes of men who are 
hLonest bimetallists and who had rather 
try the independent restoration of silver 
than to go clear over to the gold standard, 
whose evils they have spent their lves 
in denouncing. Whatever changes may take 
place, the silver men will still have a 
majority in the senate aml no important 
legislation on the money question ean 
pass both houses.

Females To New Gold Fields, 


SHE IS KNOWN IN GEORGIA 


With Colonel E. C. Machen, She Help- 
ed Build a Railroad in This State. 


HER MACON FRIENDS ARE INTERESTED 


Those Who Know Her Feel Sure She 
Will Land Her Colony Without 
Any Trouble. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga.,. December 3.—Mrs. Hannah §&. 
Gould, who with Colonel E. C. Machen built 
the Covington and Macon railroad, and af- 
terwards undertook the construction of the 
Middle Georgia and Atlantic, is xbout to 
be off with 100 women to explore the Klon- 
dike. 

Mrs. Gould is well remembered in Geor- 
gia as one of the most daring of women. 
When she first came south and interested 
herself in the building of the Covington 
and Macon railroad, now known as the 
Macon and Northern, she not only cedi- 
eated her money and time to further the 
scheme, but also put herself at the head 
of the construction forces and was much 
of .the time in the field directing persunally 
the surveyors and the laborers. She lived 
in Macon and had a handsome residence 
also at Machen, a station along the recute 
of the road. 

After the road had been built to Athens 
and was in successful operation, Mrs. Gould 
and Colonel Machen, who had become 
known as “Magic’’ Machen because of the 
marvelous success he and Mrs. Gould had 
wrought in building a railroad with com- 
paratively no funds on hand, turned their 
attention to the ‘Middle Georgia and Atlan- 
tic railroad and considering the financial 
depression which befell the country at that 
time went a good long way to the success- 
ful culmination of the scheme. 

During her work Mrs. Gould lived most 
of the time in camp with 2,200 workmen. 
She would supervise with her own eyes the 
laying of the tracks, the constructign of 
trestles and bridges and the grading of the 
roadway. 

The news of her latest scheme is rece.v- 
ed with interest by the people of Macon. 
She is now going to take ninety-nine wo- 


men with her in search of fortunes in the 


siope of the Kiondike. That she will suc- 
ceed in doing all she contemplates is not 
for a moment doubted in Macon, People 
here believe Mrs. Gou.d would be success- 
ful is she contemplated a trip to Mars. 

It seems Mrs. Gould has not determined, 
however, to take the women to the Kion- 
a.ke with a view to making a fortune by 
digging gold. She has set out for the sole 
purpose of planting a woman colony there, 
and it is her plan to find employment for 
the women as cooks, seamstresses, trainr 
ed nurses and housekeepers, Of course

President Baer and Secretary Joe James, 
of the Atlanta Telephone Company, dw not 
/ 8eem to be worryipg much about. ex- 
General Manager J. M. Blakeley or Mr. 
Schuyler Grant or any of the other Detroit 
purchasers or holders of the bonds. Secre- 
tary James says that matter will be ad- 
justed. Mr. Grant does not say how much 
he has put up on the bonds. Blakeley is’ 
at Ishpeming, Secretary James says, but 
James is not trying to get him or the 
bonds. ' 

The twenty or thirty coupons which were 
sent here for collection have not been 
Paid and if anybody ever pays them, it 
will probably be George F. Payne & Co., 
contractors, of 401 South Juniper street, 
Philadelphia. Payne & Co, have a very good 
rating in the commercial agencies and 
their credit is marked first class, their 
Capital being placed at $150,000. 

These contractors are the moneyed peo- 
ple behind the new telephone compamy. 
Messrs. James and Baer say that they 
themselves are not capitalists, a statement 
which could probably be verified. They 
were the promoters of the new telephone 
exchange. They and some associates got a 
charter with valuable franchises for the 
construction of a telephone system in At- 
lanta. Then they took this charter and 
their scheme and laid them before capital- 
ists in various cities. 

They had the not unfamiliar experience 
of presenting their scheme to capitalists 
who failed to see as much in it as the 
promoters saw. Finally they made a con- 
tract for the construction of the sys‘em. 
The construction company was to put up 
the money for the work and take telephone 
company bonds in payment. That contract 
was not carried out. 

Then another contract was made, this 
time with Payne & Co., of Phitadelphia, 
and John W. Rutherford, of the same city. 
Mr. Rutherford constructed Atlanta's old 
city waterworks. This is the eontract 
Which now holds and under which Messrs, 
Baer and James promise their 4,000 sub- 
scribers a hello system at half price. 

Under this contract, the construction 
company gets $350,000 of the bonds and a 
majority of the $800,000 sock. 

That leaves a large block of bonds and 
stock for the promoters who, of cours, 
have all along been figuring on making

Mob of Several Thousand Youths at 
Pelsen Is Dispersed. 


TROOPS PROTECT SCHOOLS AT BADENBACH

| tions, He Says. : 


Prague, December 3.—Another regiment 
ef infantry and a squadron of dragoon» 
have arrived to reénforce the garrison 
here. Up to? o'clock this afternoon there 


had been no further disturbances. 


At Pilsen last evening the troops were 


\egiied upon to disperse a riotous mob of 


several thousand youths. Some of the lat- 


¢er were wounded, and many arrests were 


made. Subsequently the military forces 
The town has since 

-Qwing to an attempt to wreck the Bo- 
hemian schools at Badenboch, military as- 
sistance has been asked for to quell the 
disturbances. 

At Beraum the windows of the houses 
occupied by Germany's minister of mil- 
tary affairs were broken yesterday éven- 
ing and the troops subsequently occupiea 
the streets and dispersed the mob. 

Reports from various places in Bohemia, 
including New Bidchow, Melnik and Kra~ 
jup, tell of disturbances during the last 
few days, the houses of Germans ana 
Jews being attacked by the Czechs. The 
Germans of Badenbach mare reprisals in 
the neighboring village of Kroeglitz, where 
a school, two inns and a shop were at- 
tacked, a number of people badly injurea 
despite the intervention of the police and 
burgomaster. 

The Germans also fomented riots at Ga- 
blontz, stoning a Bohemian school. It was 
necessary to call out the troops to quell 
the disturbance. 

Herr Kramarsh, vice president of the 
reichsrath, declared that neither he nor 
Dr. von Abrahamovics, its president, wil 
resign in the face of mob intimidation. He 
considers, however, that it will be impos- 
sible to carry the Ausgetch (Austro-Hun- 
garian) compromise bill in the reichsrath, 
and that the present arrangements with 
Hungary wi:i have to be prolonged by im- 
perial decree without the assent of the 
reichsrath. 

TAs probably means the indefinite pro- 
togation of that body, and the reign of 
something like absolute government. 

Inhumanity and Brutality. 

The heavy snowstorm which has been 
continuous since last night has assisted 
in keeping the people quiet. The streets, 
cafes and theaters are almost deserted. No 
tiyertisements appear in the newspapers; 
cis at a standstill, end it is feared 
there will be many failures owing to the 
‘}osses from rioting. 

Much inhumanity and brutality were ex- 
hibited during the disturbances. The 
windows of a children’s hospital were 
smashed, exposing the inmates to the bit- 
ter cold, and other hospitals suffered simi- 
lar treatment. 

Smaller riots were reported from Cheu- 
dim, Schlan, Gablonz, Tetschen and Nachod, 
all Bohemian towns.

SENTENCE PASSED 
ON MARTIN THORN 


Slayer of Guldensuppe Will Sit in the 
Electric Chair Next Month. 


JANUARY 10TH THE LAST DAY 


Murderer Looks the Judge Straight in 
the Face as the Time Is Fixed. 


N@ GUTWARD EVIDENCE @F EMOTION 


Frisoner Walked Into the Courtroom 
with a Firm Step and Was Cool 
and Composed. 


New York, December 3.—Martin Thorn, 
or Torceswisky, convicted on Monday of 
the murder of William Guldensuppe, was 
today sentenced to be electrocuted in the 
week beginning January 10, 1898. 

When Thorn was brought into court in 
Long Island City, he stepped as briskly, 
walking between two officers, as he had 
done on the days when he was on trial. 
He preserved the same calm, imperturbable 
expression of countenance that he had 
worn at every crisis in the working out 
of his fate during the trial and when, as @ 
prelimimary to the passing of sentence of 
death, Justice Maddox put the customary 
questions to him, he responded promptly, 
collectively and with no outward evidence 


of emotion. 

“My name,” said the murderer, “is 
Torceswisky. I was born in Germany and 
am thirty-five years old. [| am a barber; 
have never been in prison before. 1 Was 
brought up in the religious belief of the 
Roman Catholic churenm IJ] can read and 
hit gs My father is hving. 1 am#ot mar- 
rie ive 

Then Judge Maddox proceeded to pass 
Senenees solemnly and impressively. He 
said: 

“Thorn, you were indicted, charged with 
having premeditated and deliberately de- 
signed.and caused the death of William 
Guidensuppe. You have had a fair trial, 
in the course of which you were defended 
by the ablest and most astute counsel. 
They could not have done more for you. 
Every effort was made by them to save 
you. After that the jury found you guilty 
of murder in the first degree, and the pun- 
ishment for that is death. 

“Reflect upon it. Reflect upon the death 
of him whom you slew. It is the duty of 
the court to fix a time for the execution— 
the law pronounced the punishment. I 
shall give you a reasonable time—the law 
permits me to do that. It is neddless for 
me to state anything touching the facts in 
this case more than to say the evidence jus- 
tifles the verdict. 

“The judgment of the court is that you 
shall be taken hence to the state prison 
at Sing-Sing with a reasonable time, and 
thet wan shall he eveecuted in the torm vre- 
scribed by law in the week beginning Jan- 
lassi 10, lxya."’ 

Thorn Isitened without moving a muscle, 
and when the judge had finished he inclined 
his head slightly forward as if bowing to the 
court. The prisoner’s lawyers handed up 
an affidavit applying for an appeal]. Justice 
Maddox took the affidavit and will pass 
on it later. Thorn was then ied to the 
jail below. It is likely that the condemned 
man will be removed to Sing-Sing this 
afternoon. 


The Evolution of Whist. 
From The Kansas City Star. 


{t is not generally known by the devotees 
of whist that there was a time when it 
Was not considered a fit diversion for re- 
spectable people. Whist is now regarded 
as essentially the intellertual game of 
cards. Before the advent’ of Hoyle it was 
differently estimated. ‘T'o employ the jan- 
Guage of an authority of that period, it 
was “‘a verie alehouse game,’’ played ex- 
clusively in the servants’ ha)) and the 
Stable, and was the special deligat of tie 
gambler and tricksters. To quote again, 
it Was @ game in which “‘he Was always 
Studying new inventions to deceive the ig- 
norant.” its first step into the counte- 
nance of the better class was its adamis- 
sion to the parlors of the country squires 
of England, who “played whisk, smoked 
tobacco and drank fat ale.” But tor a 
long time after this period it was regard- 
ed as vulgar by the quailty, and unt the 
end of the first quarier of the eighteenth 
century was excluded from all tavor by 
gg Pes og! crust. 

Out 1728 some gentlemen habitv 
— gy tated coffee wones. Bedford ons Bg 
on, Degan the scientifie study of the gar 
and in 1742, when Hoyle’s masbtioan thee” nae 
peared, whist became a sorc of craze and 
such games as quadrille, ombro, p-quet 
and basset, then in high popular iavor, 
were obscured by this new star in the card 
firmament. Schoo!s were established for 
teaching the game und Hoyie himself of- 
fered to give private instructions to mem- 
bers of the nobility at $ a lesson. Lord 
Slum wrote a friend about this time: 

“I have joined twelve compan.es in the 
Mall and: eleven of them were talking of 
it,” and, Hoyle remarked, “at this instant 
a dozen dukes and as many lords and ladies 
are waiting for me. Between you and me 
they are all under tutelage at St. James.” 
In 1743 Horace Walpole, earl of Oxford, in 


' a letter to Sir Horace Mann, wrote that 


whist had stretched his wand over him, and 
added: “‘I am trying to set up the noble 
game of bilbo-quet over it.’’ But neither 
condemnation nor ridicule would serve to 
dislodge it from its place in popular favor. 
Early in the beginning of the nineteenth 
century the rage for card playing which 
marked the previous period diminished, 

and in 1837 a scandal growing out of a game 
of whist at Graham’s clus turned public 
sentiment against that kind of card playing 
and the books oh it were condemned as the 
“devil's books.’’ But between 1860 and 1865 
it was revived in England and soon after 
became the fad in this country, where it 
became known as the diversion of the 
brainy people. In 1871 the first whist league 
in this country was formed in M!lwaukee, 
and there are clubs in nearly everv town 
and all the cities, and a congress which ‘{s 
made up of representatives of all of them, 
and meets annually at one place or anoth- 
er. At these meetings tournaments are 
held and prizes awarded. .

Finance Committee Opposes Creation of 
Police  Lieutenancy. 


BOARD’S PETITION REJECTED 


Committee Feared the Expenses Would 
Be Increased $1,000 a Year. 


MONEY FOR PATROLMAN PONDER’S WIROW 


She Will Be Paid the Salary of Her 
Dead Husband for the Balance of 
the Year. ae: 


The finance committee of the general 
council and the board of police commis- 
sioners have locked horns on the ‘proposi- 
tion to create the office of lieutenant of po- 
lice. The board wants the office created, 
but the finance committee says nay. 

Yesterday the question came to an issue 
before the committee and after considera- 
tion the police board was hit a lick of the 
famous solar plexus variety. It was knock- 
ed out in rapid order and the committee 
will recommend to the council that the pe- 
tition of the board be not adopted. 

The police board sent a communication 
to the general council at its last meeting 
recommend:ng the creation of the office and 
setting forth the reasons for the same. 
The petition was referred to the finance 
committee because the petition contem- 
plates the attachment of a salary of $1,000 
to the office, 

‘Major W. J. Kendrick, secretary of the 
police board, appeared before the finance 
committee and explained the purpose of 
the board in desiring the creation of the 
Office of lieutenant of police. He said the 
board wants such an officer to look after 
te property of the police department and 
to give proper instruction to the members 
of the force in the matter of drilling and 
the like. He said the HNeutenant could act 
as custodian of the police station and that 
the present custodian could be put on the 
regular patrol force, this change saving 
$720 of the $1,000 salary proposed to be 
paid the lieutenant. 

Committee Fears Increase. 

The finance committee members failed to 
harmonize with the desire of the board 
and they expressed the fear that the cre- 
ation of the office would increase the ex- 
penses of the police department _ $1,006, 
despite the assurance of Major Kendrick 
that the board would not ask for an addi- 
tional cent to pay the salary of the officer. 
He said the board would find the sum nec- 
essary to pay the difference in the sai:aries 
of the present custodian and the tieuten- 
ant, $280, and would not be forced to ask 
for more money. The board’s plan was to 
put the present custodian on the patrol 
force when there Is a vacancy. 

Chairman Peters, ‘Mr. Rice, Mr. Hirsch 
and Mr. Maddox opposed the creation of 
the office. Mr. Dimmock and Judge Dor- 
sey favored it. The majority voted to re- 
port the petition adversely and that recqm- 
mendation will be given the paper when 
returned to the general council. 

Pay for Mrs. Ponder. 

The committee adopted a resolution au- 
thorizing tha retention of the name of 
Patrolman Ponder on the payroll of the 
police department for the remainder of the 
year, the salary to be paid to the officer's 
widow. He was killed by burglars in the 
saloon of Il. Steinau several weeks ago 
and the widow will be paid thé salary he 
would have earned from the time of his 
death to the end of the present year.

Washington, December 3:—(Specta).)— 
Benjamin Harrison wroté a very interest- 
ing book about “This Gountry of Ours,” 
but he did not tell the whole truth. 

He ought to have stated the fact that 
we have had but few presidents and legis- 
lators honest enough to be courageous, or 
courageous enough to be honest. 

Benjamin Harrison has had his career, 
and he could have lost nothing by telling 
the whole truth. On the Contrary, if the 
full truth were told by such a man; by one 
who has been prominent in both the legis- 
lative and executive branches of the gov- 


ernment it would have had great weight 
with the people. 

The full truth about “‘This Country of 
Ours” is that the people have almost no 
voice in their own government; although 
they think they are running ft. Moreover. 
inasmuch as tha government is in the 
hands of the rich and the great, in the 
pomp and the pride of their worldly estate, 
the people are being robbed right and left, 
and before their very eyes. 

It was neither the Wilson bill, the Mc- 
Kinley bill, nor the Dingley bill that 
brought about business conditions which 
have made the common people suffer. True, 
all national legislation has its effect upon 
business, but there is much back of that. 

Do you know of any business man in 
any city or village who would pay a salary 
of $2,000 per annum to a bookkeeper when 
he could get a man perfectly capable to 
perform the work for $600 per annum? 

Is there a business man in any city or 
village who wou!d pay an annual salary of 
$5,000 for the services of a man who would 
be willing to work for $2,000 and do the 
work just as well? Can you imagine such 
an absurdity could exist? 

Well, that Is what “This Country. of 
Ours’’ is doing all the time. The peop‘e 
are being overtaxed and therefore robbed 
by reason of the fact that many of their 
public servants are paid more than double 
what would ‘be necessury to pay for an 
economical administration of federal af- 
fairs. 

Senators and representatives pass ap- 
propriation bills, and presidents sign those 
bills, for the disbursement of hundreds of 
millions of dollars annually, because the 
alleged statesmen and chief executives are 
not honest enough to be courageous, or 
courageous enough to be honest. 

For example, there are 20,000. postoffices 
in the money order and presidential classes. 
The salaries of those offices run from $600 
per annum to $6,000, and they are sought 
after vigorously by men who could not 
earn so much money in their usual avoca- 
tions. 

Men who are not dabbling tn politics, but 
are attending to their own business, and 
prospering, are not ofiice-seekers. They 
are doing well enough, There are very 
few men who seek the higher offices for 
the honor of having and holding prominent 
positions. The bulk of the office-seekers 
are men who want office because there is 
more money in it for them than in their 
natural avocations. 

It is demonstrable that the 20,000 post- 
offices of the money order and presidential 
classes pay an average of $1,000 each. It is 
also demonstrable that, as an average, 
these postoffices\could be administered for 
half that amount of money. If you give 
away simply as a gracious gift $00 per 
annum to 20,000 political workers, you are 
giving away a total of $10,000,000 every year 
on the postoffices alone. 

During the past ten years the people 
have been taxed to pay out $1,000,000,000 un- 
necessarily for salaries of postmasters. 

And yet the people wonder why the gov- 
ernment is poor and has been obliged to 
issue bonds and go into debt in order to 
pay its running expenses. 

But that is not all; it is only a sample. 
There are assistant postmasters, superin- 
tendents, chiefs of divisions and heads of 
bureaus who receive double the amount of 
money for which their services or the ser- 
vices of men as good could be obtained. 

Take one isolated case. There is a man 
today working for $900 per annum in one 
of the departments in Washington who is 
glad to hold his position at that salary, 
because he could not earn that much 
money outside of the government service. 
And yet he drew $2,000 per annum as a 
chief of division, during the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, Decause he had political in- 
fluence to secure him the fat place. He 
has been reduced to a $900 clerkship and 
is very glad that he was not thrown out 
on the world to earn a living. It is need- 
less to humillate him by mentioning his 
name. There are others; very meny 
others. 

The farmers’ alliance folks, and popu- 
lists, and the howlers for all sorts of 
financial reform, are wasting their ammu- 
nition and are deluding themselves, as 
well as the people of this republic. 

All national political platforms contain 
fervid declarations about a government 
“economically administered,” but they are 
merely catch phrases to deceive the peo- 
ple. They mean nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing, to the political leaders. 

It can be demonstrated by citation from 
the blue book that we are paying at least 
$100,000,000 annually for the services of 
federal officers, more than would be paid 
and should be paid if the government were 
“economically administered.” 

That is a mere statement of fact, with- 
out explanation of the profligacy which 
has grown with the passing years, until 
it is simply appalling. ‘The’ secret cause of 
the waste of hundreds of millions has 
been hidden away for more than tweive 
years in the oblivion of political history. 
The open and palpable cause of this high- 
way robbery of the people may be found 
in the organization and rules of the na- 
tional house of representatives, 
® At the first regular session of the forty- 
sixth congress, in December, 1879, when a 
revision of the rules was brought in, pro- 
viding for the distribution of the various 
appropriation bills to the several commit- 
tees of the house of Tfrepresentatives, 
Speaker Sam J. Randall left the presid- 
ing officer’s chair, went upon the floor of 
the house, and delivered an energetic 
speech in opposition to the plan, in the 
course of which he said: 

“If you undertake to divide all of these 
appropriations, and have many commit- 
tees where there ought to be but one, you 
will enter upon a path of extravagance, 
the length and depth of which you cannot 


| foresee, until we find 
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the treasury 
country bankrupt.’’ ? 

That prophecy of Randall has been ful- 
filled! 

Although Randall was able to stem the 
tide temporarily, the rascals, politicians 
and lobbyists ultimately triumphed, and 
at the beginning of the forty-rinth con- 
gress the rules were changed. Then the 
treasury fell into the hands of thieves 
and robbers until Randall’s vision became 
reality, and “we find the treausry bank- 
rupt."”” : 

Congressman Pitney, of New Jersey, af- 
ter a careful examination of the cond!- 
tion of affairs, briefly stated the case by 
saying that during the hard times which 
followed the panic of 1873, the democratic 
party secured control of the house of rep- 
resentatives upon the cry of “retrench- 
ment and reform.” For some years there- 
after, expenditures were kept Gown to a 
reasonable limit, under the sagacious lead- 
ership jf Sam Randall. He was three 
times chosen speaker, and for several con- 
gresses he was chairman of the committee 
on appropriations. He was one of the 
greatest statesmen ever sent to the house 
by the democratic party. He was a stead- 
fast economist,’ but the leader of a wing 
of the democratic party which believed 
that a tariff should be levied not merely 
“for revenue only,” but also to protect 
American industries. 

In the forty-cighth congress Mr. Car- 
liske was chosen speaker, and Colonel 
Morrison, of Illinois, became notorious for 
his peculiar project for the horizontal re- 
duction {of the tariff. Mr. Randall, as 
chairman of the great committee on ap- 
propriations, led the @emocratic opposition 
to the free trade majority, and joined with 
the republicang in defeating the Morrison 
bill. 

The Carlisle free traders determined, on 
the assembling of the forty-ninth congress, 
to “clip the wings of Sam Randall;”’ and 
they proceeded to do so, and succeeded af- 
ter a hard struggle. The chairman of the 
great committee on appropriations pos- 
sessed the power to block free trade leg- 
islation. They could not afford to take 
the chairmanship from RandaJl; but they 
proceeded to divide his committee, and 
parcel out the appropriation bills among 
the other committees of the house of rep- 
resentatives; and they did so, by a revision 
of the rules. 

They gave the army appropriation bill 
and the military academy appropriation 
bill to the committee on military affairs. 

The agricultural appropriation was given 
to the commitee on agriculture. 

The naval appropriation was given to 
the committee on naval affairs. 

The Indian appropriation biJl was given 
to the committee on Indian affairs. 

The diplomatic appropriation bill was 
given to the committee on foreign af- 
fairs.

Thus, because the “two wings of the 
democratic party could not flop together,” 
the committee on appropriations was dl- 
vided and only six of the fourteen regular 
appropriation. bills were allotted to that 
committee; while eight important appro- 
priation bills were given to seven other 
committees. ~ 

Factional disturban in the democratic 
party at that time brought about this de- 
plorable state of affairs, and no partisan 
majority in the house of representatives 
has since been courageous or honest enough 
to revoke the shameful rule. 

The result has been exactly as Sam Ran- 
dall predicted. The committee on naval af- 
fairs has prepared its bill regardless of the 
appropriations being made by other com- 
mittees. The committee on postoffices and 
post roads has prepared its appropriation 
bill regardless of the appropriations being 
made by other committees. Thus, with di- 
vided responsibility, each committee has 
annually increased its appropriations until 
we have come face to face with a bank- 
rupt treasury. The people have suffered, 
the politicians have fattened. The lobby- 
ists have danced with ghoulish glee. There 
has been no committee and there is no 
committee charged with the sole respon- 
sibility of keeping the sum total within 
reasonable bounds; within the capabilities 
of the treasury to meet the demands made 
upon it.. 

People who stand away off, hundreds and 
thousands of miles from Washington, have 
been accustomed to sneer at the United 
States senate; many writers referring to it 
as a “‘millionaire’s club,”’ and deriding that 
body for its aristocratic tendencies. 

The narrator of this true story of gov- 
erninent extravagance and criminal, prodig- 
ality, has closely watched the proceedings 
of congress for fifteen years. It is a simple 
statement of fact to say that the senate 
has been the bulwark of the people ever 
since the house of represer.tatives threw 
open fhe treasury to the hungry hands of 
the spoilsmen.

Two years ago the allled lobbyists and 
spoilsmen infesting the capitol corridors 
mede a tremendous effort to induce the 
senate to divile its great committee on 
appropriation. For a time the senate stood 
on the danger line. Not only were the 
sroilsmen very much in earnest, but they 
were afded by several of the most capable, 
eircere and honorable men in the senate; 
gentlemen who sincerely and honestly he- 
lieved that a division of the committes 
would be wise. Nobody questions the sin- 
cerity of those senators; and nobody ques- 
tioned their integrity at the time. More- 
over, nobody ever questioned the integrity 
of Speaker Carlisle, when the house com- 
mittee was divided. It is simply a state- 
ment of fact, however, that claim agents 
and lobbyists by the score haunted aid 
infested the senate, in favor of the disin- 
tegration of the committee on appropria- 
tlons; and the senate crosged the danger 
line by a very small margin. 

In 1875 the total annual appropriations 
for the expenses of the government, as 
shown by official reports, aggregated the 
sum of $325,660,791.80. The total appropria- 
tions for the present fiscal year aggregate 
$523,736,079.30. This is an increase of more 
than $200,000,000 per annum since 1875. 

But the greatest increase has occurred 
since 1886, when the house divided its com- 
mittee on appropriations. In that year the 
total expenses of the government amounted 
to $318,829,489.13, 

It will be seen that since the disintegra-

Chicago, December 3.—True bills have 
been voted under the Illinois anti-trust law 
by, the grand jury against five prominent 
stove repair manufacturers. 

The complaint was miade by Allen C. 
Selleck, a hardware merchant, and fol- 
lows a civil suit for $25,000 damages in which 
Mr. Selleck charged the five manufacturers 
with having conspired to run his business 
by forming a combination to force up the 
price of stove repairs. case is said to 
be the first of its kind since the anti-trust 
law went into effect. 

Selleck in his complaint alleges that when 
the combination was formed he was invited 
to join but refused, and has been compelled 
to pay retail prices as a result with a con- 
sequent loss of a large part of his business.

“T will look at it from an impartial stand- 
point, and take the facts as they actually 
occurred, which will be entertaining enough 

‘in themselves, and need no embellishments 
to please.

‘There has been much said and published 
about the conflict, but with the iNustrations 
. that will be thrown into it, the lecture will 
portray in a perfectly truthful and compiete 
manner what really did occur and just how 
it happened.

‘‘The most interesting part of it will prob- 
ably be about the fall of Port Arthur, as 
that was the most decisive feature of the 
war. I was present at that, and went 
through it all. It was a thrilling experience, 
and as-I am best able, I will graphically 
describe what took place there. 

“This has never been given to the people, 
and I think I do not go wrong when I say 
that the people will be anxious to learn 
all there is to know about the great con- 
flict between the two great eastern nations. 

“The lecture will be especially apropos 
just at this time, owing to the interest that 
is now felt toward China in the light of 
recent events. It is a nation that will de- 
velop and grow, and its progress is caus- 
ing the eyes of the world to be placed 
upon it. 

“T have not yet heard from my resigna- 
tion, but will be glad when it comes. I 
have been preparing my lecture for at 
least a year with the fixed purpose of draw- 
ing out of the army, and will be glad when 
my time comes. I will be thirty-four years 
old tomorrow, and have spent sixteen of 
that in the army. I thhave never yet had 
the pleasure of casting a vote, which I 
hope to do very soon. 

“T get out of the army because there is 
no chance for a rise or anything else in it. 
I have studied and worked, and what have 
I accomplished? I may have learned some- 
thing. I have tried to do that. But yet I 
have kept myself poor buying books to 
study. 

“If this nation should get into a difficulty 
I would enlist in the volunteers, but never 
in the regulars. I prefer the volunteers for 
many reasons. There is some chance to 
rise, but in the regulars you cannot go 
over a man that ranks you three days, 
no matter what you have done. 

“T have many happy memories clinging 
around Atlanta and the fort,and will always 
think of them with fond recollections, and 
hope many more times to reutrn to them 
and meet the many friends that I will leave 
behind. My residence will be in Boston, 
Mass.”’

FORBES WAS HERE 


His Alleged Confession Cannot Save 
Theodore Durrant. 


FORBES AND BLANTHER SAME 


Mr. Paul B. Darricott Says Forbes Was 
Here in April, 1895. 


HE WILL SWEAR T@ THE STATEMENT 


Kelly Brothers Say That There Can Be 
No Doubt About the Presence of 
Forbes in the City. 


If Theodore Durrant ever hoped to es- 
cape the gallows through the efforts that

man in Texas claiming to be the widow 
of W. E. Bianther, alias Arthur D. Forbes, 
that hope has been shattered, for it is now 
certain that Blanther, who committed sul- 
ide in the Fort Worth jail, and whom, it 
ts claimed, left a written confession that 
he was the murderer of Blanche Lamont 
and Minnie Williams, cculd not have com- 
mitted the double murder, since he was:in 
Atlanta in business at the very time the 
murder is said to have been accomplished. 

Yesterday morning The Constitution 
made public the story told by the books 
of Kelly Brothers, with whom [Forbes 
transacted business. The books - showed 
that between April Ist and April 1th, 1896, 
the time the young girls were murdered in 
the church in San Francisco, that Forbes 
was here in Atlanta buying large quanti- 
ties of goods daily. 

Bank books and bank checks used by 
Forbes also show that he was in Atlanta 
at that time and that it was impossible for 
him to have visited San Francisco {or 
even a few days. Yesterday Mr. Paul B. 
Dorricott, who was in the employ of 
Forbes at the time. was seen and he states 
positively that Forbes was in the city and 
could not have been the murderer of the 
young women, of which crime Durrant has 
been convicted and sentenced to the gal- 
lows. 

“tT knew Forbes intimately,’’ says Dorri- 
cott. “I was employed by him for quite a 
long time and I know he was in the city 
during April, 1895. Whenever he left the 
city, he would place with me for safe 
keeping his private papers and his medals, 
which he claimed to have received for acts 
of bravery while he was in the Austrian 
army. 

“If Forbds had been absent from Atlan- 
ta at the time mentioned, I would have 
known it. He most certainly was in Atian- 
ta at that time and I am prepared to swear 
to these statements as being absolutely 
true.”’ 


Where Is Forbes’s Wife? 


Since the alleged confession left by 
Blanther, or Forbes, many of his friends 
in Atlanta have asked where is Mrs. 
Forbes? No one seems to know, but she 
lived in Atlanta until about eight months 
ago, when she left. She is said to be a 
woman of English parentage, refined and 
accomplished. She did not accompany 
Forbes to Texas and it is supposed she is 
now in West Point, although no one is pos- 
itive of her address. 

“Mrs. Forbes, the woman whom I knew 
as Forbes’s wife,’’ says Mr. Dorricott, ‘did 
not accompany him to Texas, but instead a 
woman of the town followed Forbes to 
Texas, where I am told she joined him and 
I have heard he married her. 

“Forbes is not a man who would be taken 
for a murderer, and I must confess that I 
do not even believe he killed the other 
woman with whose death he is charged. 
He was a good business man, polishec and 
of good address, and he made a favorable 
impression upon everybody. He was not 
the villain the papers have pictured him, 
and altogether a different man.” 

What Mr. Kelly Says. 

Yesterday morning one of the Messrs. 
Kelly Bros., grocery merchants, at No. 5 
South Broad street, called at The Consti- 
tution office and stated that Blanther ut 
the time he was the manager of the South- 
ern Purchasing Agency bought goods from 
the firm time and time again, and these 
purchases were made from April lst to 
April 16, 18%. Blanther made several cash 


’ payments, and the books of Kelly Bros. 


show that these payments were made in 


“We have the entries in our books,” said 
Mr. Kelly, ‘going. to show that Slanther, or 


alive on April 10th, and their dead bodies 


were discovered in the church belfry on 
April 14, 1895. From this it does not seem 
even possible for Forbes to have been the 
person who killed the young women, his 
alleged confession made in the Fort Worth, 
Tex., jail to the contrary. 

As has been published in The Constitution, 
Mrs. ‘Forbes is exerting every effort to 
establish the innocence of Theodore Dur- 
rant,’ and is using ‘the confession of her 
husband to that end. She i# said to be 
positive that her husband committed the 
murders of which Durrant has been ccn- 
victed, and is quoted as saying that she 
has enough proof to liberate the man now 
in prison awaiting execution upon the 
gallows. 

If her evidence is to be tugmn into consid- 
eration in Durrant’s ease, then it is very 
likely that many citizens of Atlanta will 
be called upon to prove that FRorbes was in 
this city at the time the two women were 
murdered. | 

If Mrs. Forbes fs honest in her declara- 
tions, her testimony will doubtless be used 
for all it is worth. If she is not, then the 
question arises why is she lending herself 
to a scheme to free:.a foul murderer? 

The fate of Durrant has now assumed a 
local phase in Atlanta, and the outcome of 
the new feature in the remarkable case will 
be watched here with Interest.

CONVICT ILL FORCED OVER 


Old Charges Against Judge Reese Likely 
To Be Renewed, 


REFUSES TO RESIGN WHILE UNDER FIRE 


House Forced to Appropriate Over 
$10,000 to Pay for the Expenses 
of the Last Investigation. 
Atlanta Bills Consider- 
ed in the Senate. 


The house was given a kindly prod inthe 
ribs last night by Speaker Jenkins. The 
members had spent so long a time at the 
night session in doing nothing at all that 
the speaker said he felt it was neces- 
gary to awaken them to their real situation. 

An effort had been made by Mr. Boynton, 
‘of Spalding, and other members to have a 
calendar committee appointed to set all of 
the bills so that the more important migh‘’ 
be reached befure the end of the session. 
This had been defeated by the 
rural members who have local 
bills that in their own eyes 
are magnified to a larger importance than 
the several general bills that are of interest 
to the whole state. A few minutes later 
Speaker Jenkins descended to the floor of 
the house and addressed the assembly. He 
spoke earnstiy and courteously, but every 
word meant something and the short but 
pointed speech was fuli enough of ginger to 


be felt. The r said: 

Sbieddesiine ae the house, my feel- 
uwgs toward every member here are 
of the most kindly nature, ana I cer- 
tainly do not wish to offend anyone. 
But I feel that it is necessary to make 
an appeal to this body. We ought to 
do something to get these very im- 
portant general bills out of the house. 
If we go on in this way, we can do 
nothing. You have set enough little 
bills as special order for next week 
to take up every day, and have no 
time for the consideration of bills that 
should be passed. 


ons “So far, ali that the house has done 


has been to set special orders and get 
precedence for bills on one day and 
then take up the next day in wrang- 
ling over who got the precedence. 
Gentlemen, your speaker is powerless. 
All I can do is to enforce the rules 
of the house, but I beg that the mem- 
bers of this house will co-operate with 
me in considering the important bills 
before the house. The convict bill 
should be considered at once. We have 
only eleven or twelve legislative days, 
and we ought to use that time to the 
best interests of the state. 

“You should consider the important 
general bills that affect the whole 
state first and your locality next. The 
convict bill is more important than any 
local bill. I appeal to you for your 
co-operation in putting aside these 
small matters until we have passed 
upon the larger questions. Let us get 
* ork and do something. I say all 
«. .his with the kindliest feeling, but 
I feel it is necessary that it should 
eb said.” 


Appropriation Bills Passed. 

During the,day the house had been unable 
to take up the convict bill, the co-education 
bill or any other of the numerous import- 
ant measures that are pending... Wrangies 
over matters of purely local interest took 
up all the time that was not devoted to the 
consideration of appropriation bills and 
even in this the house made but slight 
progress. It passed without much opposi- 
tion bills appropriating a tctal of $10,698.49 
to pay for the investigation of the charges 
against judges last year, this sum includ- 
ing all expenses for both the sessions of 
the committee and the special session of 
the house. Representative Rawls was op- 
posed to giving the members the mileage 
Claimed by them, but he was in too big a 
mincrity to make much of a disturbance 
Over it. 

In connection with the payment of this

HOUSE CONSIDERS LOCAL BILLS. 


Pope Brown Presents His Measure for 

a Separate School of Agriculture. 

Another bill to save Mrs. Elizabeth No- 
bles from the gallows has been introduced 
in the legislature. Mr. Revi, of Bibb, pre- 
sented the measure at the request of Mrs. 
Nobles’s attorney, Mr. Murion Harris, of 
Macon, 

The bill by Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, 
which was introduced night before last, 
while having the effect of giving the gov- 
ernor a moral excuse for commuting the 
sentence of the old woman, was not 
sufficient, however, and Mr. Harris was 
anxious to get a law on the statutes that 
would be certain to save the old mur- 
deress. 

It is an act to amend section 6 of the 
penal code so as to bestow upon judges of 
the superior courts of this state the au- 
thority to sentence persons convicted of 
capital crime to the penitentiary for life, 
whether upon original sentence or at any 
time thereafter upon resentence, The bill 
follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by authority of the same, That sec- 
tion 63 of the penal code of 1895 be 
amended by striking from the first para- 
graph of said section all of the words 
thereof after the word ‘recommend,’ and 
by substituting in lieu of the portion 
stricken the following: ‘Or if the judge 
shall see proper to order in any case 
whether upon original sentence or there- 
after upon resentence,’ so that the first 
paragraph shall read as follows: 

‘“*"The punishment for persons convicted 
of murder shall be death, but may be con- 
finement in the penitentiary for life in the 
following cases: If the jury trying the case 
shall so recommend or if the judge shall 
see proper so to order in any case whether 
upon or.ginal sentence or thereafter upon 
resentence.’ ’’ 

Mr. Reid will not say that he Is in favor 
of the measure. He merely introduced it at 
the request of Mr. Harris. The bill is very 
broad and gives the judge a great deal 
of power. For this reason it is strongly 
opposed by some members of the house. 
If it was changed so as to apply alone=to 
females there would be a stronger support. 


$500 for Dead Soldiers. 


The bill by Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, requiring 
the state memorial board to make an in- 
vestigation of the condition of the con- 
federate cemeteries in the state and ap- 
propriating $500 to carry out the provisions 
of the act, was passed. The bill was in- 
troduced with the intention of improving 
the, confederate cemeteries. 


$320 for Schoolbook Commission. 


The house passed a bill appropriating 
$320 to pay the expenses of the school book 
commission. 

Paid for Carter Investigation. 

The house yesterday voted $4,917 to pay 
for the famous Carter investigation. This 
was one of the first appropriation bills to 
pass. There was no debate on the appro- 
priation. Mr. Little, of Muscogee, expiain- 
ed the resolution caHing for the investi- 
gation of the character of Judges Sweat 
and Reese. The bill passed by a vote of 
123 to 0. 

The legislature also appropriated $5,781 to 
reimburse the treasury for the money paid 
out for the mileage and compensation of 
the members of the general assembly. Mr. 
Morgan Rawls, of Effingham, offered the 
following amendment to the bill: 

“Provid'ng none of this appropriation 
shall be used for the payment of mileage 
for attending the adjourned session in Feb- 
ruary last, mileage for said session hay- 
ing already been palfd.”’ 

Mr. Rawis thought the constitution al- 
lowed but one payment for mileage, and 
no mileage should be paid for the adjourn- 
ed session. 

The Night Session. 

Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, who has led 
the fight for the removal of the state ag- 
ri-ultural school from Athens, began his 
final effort last night by introducing a bill 
to locate, establish and maintain a coliege 
of agriculture and mechanic arts in com- 
pHance with the act of congress, whic 
gave Georgia the land scrip fund. The 
bill provides for a board of eleven trustees, 
one from each congressional district. The 
college is to be for the practical educa- 
tion of the industrial classes of the state, 
where the leading object shall be to teach 
such branches of learning as are related 
to agriculture and mechanic arts, military 
tactics and scientific and classical studies, 
in order to promote the liberal and practi- 
cal education of the industrial classes. The 
board of trustees is given power to select 
and purchase a site for the college and 
lands for a model farm to be used in cou- 
nection with the college, the farm noi to 
exceed 500 acres.

The bill provides for a technological de- | 


partment. It also provides for the pur- 
chase of all tools, machinery and every- 


thing necessary to educate the students in 
all branches, 


Georgia Is After Chattanooga. 

It seems that Georgia is determined ito 
have Chattanooga and with it-a large slice 
of ‘Tennessee territory. Mr. Meldrim, of 
Chatham, offered a bill last night to au- 
thorize and direct Mr. W. A. Wimbish, 
Special attorney for the state’s railroad, 
to examine and consider all information 
touching the question of the true northern 
boundary of this state. This is the second 
bill that has been offered with a view to 
take a slice of land from Tennessee and 
North Carolina. 


Macon Wants to Spread. 


Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, introduced a 
bill last night to amend the charter of the 
city of Macon so as to allow that city to 
enlarge its corporate limits so as to take 
in North Macqn, or Baconfield, the new 
city on the eastern side of the river. The 
city has been given a park by Senato1 
Bacon and wants to get it in the limits 

Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, introduced a 
resolution to authorize the governor to bor- 
row any money necessary to meet any 42- 
ficiency in the treasury that may occur b2- 
tween now and the October session of the 
legislature next year. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, introduced a 
bill providing for a committee of five whose 
duty it shall be to make a calendar of all 
the bills that are before the house. There 
are about 1,000 of these b lls. The resolution 
was tabled. 

Mr. Oakes, of White, presented a bil. to 
provide for the election of county school 
commissioners by the people. 


Want No More Fires. 

The legislature provided against fires at 
the state lunatic asylum; $3,400 was ap- 
propriated to be used in building fire walls 
for the asylum. The recent destruction by 
fire of the colored asylum building aroused 
the legislature to the necessity of providing 
against any such 1oss tn the future. 

Democrats Oppose Populist Bill. 

For an hour last night the populists and 
democrats battled on the floor of the house 
over a little local bill to increase the num- 
ber of county commissioners in Greene 
county from three to five. 

The democrats fought the bill mostly b>- 
cause it was introduced by Mr. Davison, a 
populist. Only twenty-five democrats were 
present and as nearly all the populists were 
in the house the fight was nearly equal. 
The democrats finally won. 


ATLANTA BILLS CONSIDERED. 


Senate Kills Anti-xee Measure and 
Passes Charter Amendment. 

It was Atlanta day in the senate. Two 
bills of much importance to this city came 
up in the upper house, the members cf 
which observed absolute neutrality by kill- 
ing one and passing the other. It is, per- 
haps, a coincidence worth mentioning that 
the author of the bill that got hit was 
Charles I. Branan and the author of the 
one which went through was Thomas B. 
Felder. But neither gentleman :nade the 
matter an issue in the congressional con- 
test, and so it may be passed over without 
creating any loca) political excitement. Un- 
cle Len was in Washington at the time. 


Mr. Branan’s bill putting the county 
officers on salaries and abolishing the fee 
system in counties having cities of 60,000 
population came up with an adverse report 
from the special judiciary committee and 
expired when the committee report was 
adopted. The senate would not hear to 
Senator Carter’s motion to table the bill 
temporarily. 

Mr. Copeland’s bill authorizing county 
boards of roads and revenues to condemn 
fifty feet where necessary for the construc- 
tion of macadamized roads passed the gsen- 
ate yesterday. This bill is intended to get 
rid of obstacles in the way of the govern- 
ment road between Chickamauga park and 
LaFayette. 

Senator Carter’s bill exempting United 
States marshals and sheriffs and _ their 
deputies from the law against carrying con- 
cealed weapons came up and ‘was supperted 
by him in a short speech. He thought offi- 
cers of the law, sworn to enforce it, cvgeht 
above all men to obey the law. The bill 
was lost by a vote of 15 to 16. 


Atlanta Charter Amended. 


Then came Mr. Felder’s bill amending the 
charter of Atlanta, which now only needs 
the signature of the governor to make it 
law. All charter salaries are abolished by 
the bill, and the act making the clerk of 
public works a chartered officer is repealed. 
City offices and salaries are l«{t in control 
of the council. There is rothiug in the rill

Authority is given for a $200.0 issue of 
thirty-year 4 per cent gold ponds for the 
extension of waterworks mains, provided 
the people approve such issue t-v a two- 
thirds vote, and the counc'l is given power 
to condemn progerty needed tor the en- 
largement of the waterworks plant. One- 
half the abutting property owners must 
Sign a petition for paving, macadanuizing 
or otherwise improving streets, and the city 
engineer and commiss.oner of public works 
must approve it, and there must he ten 
days published notice before the council 
can pass an ordinance for such improve- 
ments. When th's is done, each piece of 
work must be separately contracted for. 
No petition shall be got up by paving con- 
tractors. 

Street railroads pay for eleven feet of 
paving or repaving, whether they have one 
or two lines of track. The determin:ution of 
the mayor and general council as to the 
sufficiency of petttions for street improve- 
ments is made tinal, and this applies to 
rights and interests of all corporations who 
have not prevented the execution of the 
work by injunction or other proper Jegal 
Steps. The right to repave streets upon 
similar petition and to levy a new assess- 
ment on property owners is given the 
council. 

The right of the city to sell property 
under execution for non-payment of «ssess- 
ments is strengthened by amendments. The 
rate of sewer assessments is reduced from 
90 to 70 cents per foot. The buard of edn- 
cation is fixed at one member from each 
ward, the mayor and chairman of the com- 
mittee on education being ex-officio niem- 
bers, the members of the board tu be elect- 
ed by council and hold office two vears. The 
board has no power to contract deht for 
buildings or teachers’ salaries beyond the 
amount of the appropriation. The council 
is given power to fix the location of livery 
Stables and say on what streets they shall 
be erected or prohibited. 


For Regular Bank Inspection. 


Mr, Berner’s bill, requiring the state bank 
examiner to inspect all private banks in 
this state, came up, and he stated its ob- 
ject to be the protection of depositors and 
urincorporated banks. In many small 
towns there are no incorporated banks and 
the people have to depend on private bank- 
ers. If they advertise themselves to the 
world as bankers, he thought they should 
be subject to the same inspection as in- 
corporated banks. The bill also requires 
the banks to state in their advertisements 
whether they are incorporated or not. The 
bill was passed without dissent.

Takes a New Turn 


ALABAMA © PROJECT 


No Longer Any Hope for Extension of 
Alabama Street. 


COLLIER TURNS 10 MITCHELL STREET 


He Says That Is the Only Solution of 
the Problem and Tells Why. 
Roads Will Pay One-Half 
of the Expense, it 
Is Said. 


The west side railroad crossing problem 
has now reached this pivotal status: 

Unless the Central and Southern 
Railroad Companies agree to defray 
one-half of the expense of building 
the proposed Mitchell street viaduct, 
there is no solution of the problem 
in sight. 

Every other issue in connection with the 
west side improvement question has been 
practically eliminated. There is now but 
one chance for an early and satisfactory 
solutign of the problem, and that is as 
stated. 

The Alabama street bridge project has 
been practically abandoned. The serious 
obstacles to the building of the proposed 
bridge to extend Alabama street are rec- 
ognized by the city—especially Mayor Col- 
lier and the bridge committee. 

The proposal to construct a grade cross- 
ing to exten@ Alabama street is rejected 
by the railroads and by the city authori- 
ties as unwise, dangerous and impractica- 
ble. 

So, by almost general consent, the ques- 
tion has come down to the Mitchell street 
viaduct scheme. Any settlement of the 
problem except on the basis of the viaduct 
seems impossible for the near future and 
the whole question now turns in this di- 
rection: i 

Will the Central and Southern agree 
to bear one-half the expense of build- 
ing the viaduct? 


It is said that they will at the proper 
time. It is believed by many that when 
the general council of 1898 takes up this 
question the roads will be willing to co- 
operate with the city along this line. 

Yesterday the bridge committee of the 
counci] held an indignation meeting and 
the Central and Southern railroads were 
severely criticised by membérs of the com- 
mittee and Mayor Collier and Mr. Hoke 
Smith. The attitude of the roads was con- 
demned and a resolution was adopted re- 
jecting the proposition of the roads made 
in a communication to the committee sign- 
e@? by Mr. John M. Egan, vice president 
of the Central railroad, which was told of 
fully in yesterday’s Constitution. 

The committee recommends to the next 
general council the propriety of immediate- 
ly taking steps to condemn the property 
of the Central railroad to extend Alabama 
street by bridge or grade crossing and that 
for the proper protection of life and prop- 
erty of citizens using the Mitchell street 
crossing the roads’ trains crossing there

The Central’s Last Proposai. 
The proposition of the Central and South- 
ern presented to the bridge committee yes- 


_terday is as follows: 


“Atlanta, Ga.{ December 2, 1897.—Hon. 
Milton Camp, Chairman of the Bridge 
Committee, City of Atlanta. My Dear Sir: 
Keierring to my meeting with you, your 
committee and other interested parties in 
the mayor’s office a short time ago in re- 
gard to what is known as the Mitchell 
street viaduct and the Algoama street via- 
duct, and the request that was made re- 
garding these structures by parties who 
were present at that meeting. 

“T have consulted with other officials of 
the Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
and our president has had correspondence 
relative to these structures with the presi- 
dent of the Southern raiiway. 

“Three different plans were discussed to 
overcome the present troubie exp«rienced 
by the public in the vicinity of Mitchell 
street, and to facilitate the movement of 
your citizens from one section of your city 
to another. 

‘7, A grade crossing, crossing our tracks 
on what is known as Alabama street exten- 
sion,. the same crossing our main tracks 
and 2 number of other tracks that are used 
for freight. yard purposes. 

“) The erection of a bridge, crossing the 
Central of Georgia raijJway tracks on the 
proposed extension of Alabama street, and 
crossing under our tracks on what is 
known as the Monroe street line. 

“e A viaduct, crossing the tracks of the 
Central of Georgia ra@way and the South- 
ern railway at Mitchell street. 

To the first proposition the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company will not consent, 
and will, so’*far as they are able, prevent 
a grade crossing across our tracks in that 
vicinity, as we consider it would endanger 
the lives of parties using that crossing, 
cause vexatious delays. and, even if the 
company were willing to allow the cross- 
ing, the city should prohibit it. The tracks 
there are located on a curve and are in 
constant use, 

To the second proposition the Contral 
of Georgia railway will not participaie in 
the cost of the erection of a bridge on the 
Alabama street extension, and will insist 
on the bridge. if constructed, being piaced 
high enough to give ample clearance for 
employees standing on the top of cars, and 
will also expect the city to pay us for any 
portion of our property that may be taken. 

The Southern railway thas no interest in 
the extension of Alabama street. Where 
same would cross railway property it is 
owned by the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company. 

3. The railway companies consider they 
have made a liberal offer in agreeing to 
subscribe $25,000 for the erection of the

Street railway companies, or other sim- 
ilar companies, using the Mitchell street 
bridge will be charged a royalty or license 
and the railway companies will participate 
in the sums to be derived from same, in 
the same proportion that they contribute 
to’ the cost of the bridge, it being under- 
stood and agreed that the city will enter 
into a written eontract with the railway 
companies to carry out these obligations. 
and will also stipulate in this contract 
that the proposed Alahama street cross- 
ing, either grade or bridge, will be aban- 
doned. 

“From information obtained, I am of the 
opinion that the proposition will be con- 
firmed by the respective officers of both 
railway companies, if same is accepted 
by the city authorities of Atlanta. 

“Trusting that this will he satisfactory 
to yourself and the members of the city 
council, I remdin. yours very truly, . 

“JOHN M. EGAN, Vice President.”’ 
Committee Rejects the Offer. 

When the communication of Mr. Egan 
had been read the committee adopted the 
following, which will be introduced in coun- 
cil Monday as coming from the brié€ge 
committee: 

‘Resolved, That we, as the bridge ccm- 
mittee, reject the proposition of the Cen- 
tral railroad of Georgia as made? threugh 
its representative, Mr. John M. lgan, as 
not at all equitable or just to the city of 
Atalnta, and that we recommend the 
Same action by the mayor and general 
eouncil; and we further recommend that 
the general council take immediaie steps 
looking to the opening of Alabama eticet, 
either by bridge or grade crossing. And 
we further recommend, for the further pro- 
tection of life, that the Mitchell sireet 
crossing be placed under the same regula- 
tions and restrictions as regards the mev- 
ing of trains, switching, etc., 2s now apply 
to Loyd, Forsyth and Whitehall crossings.” 

From the temper of the committee, it 
seemed likely that Mr. Woodward's resclu- 
tion would be adopted. 

Woodward Opens the Discussion. 

Chairman Camp. Alderman Woodwerd 
and Councilman Stephens, of the bridge 
committee, and Mayor Collier, Mr. Hoke 
Smith and Colonel R. F. Maddox were 
present at the meeting of the bridge com- 
mittee yesterday. All had some interesting 
things to say about the subject matter of 
the discussion. Alderman Woodward 
Started the discussion by introducing the 
resolution quoted and saying: 

“We are farther away from a s lution of 
the west-side crossing question now than 
ever. The railroads have been leading this 
committee and the city on a _ wild-goose 
chase. This proposition of the “entral and 
Southern roads is preposterous, ani no man 
will consider it for a moment as fair and 
equitable. They are trying to kill time ard 
put this matter off as long as -cssible. 
The roads want the city’s property kncuwn 
as the Munro strip, between. tne Central 
and Southern tracks. This strip is valuable 
and is the key to the situation. They can 
hever get possession of it 2s proposed. 
We will have to take hold of this matter 
and force the roads to do some‘hing. They 
have shown that they do not bropvese to 
act until the city takes iegal steps, end the 
sooner the better.’’ 

Condemn the Land, Says Mr. Smith. 
_Mr. Hoke Smith was the next speaker. 

The Central railroad proposes to require 
thdt the proposed Alabama street bridge 
Shall be a certain height. The road enters 
a protest against the grade crossing plan. 
Nothing is said as to what the road will 
regard as a fair price for the use of the 
company’s property by the city in building 
a bridge. No proposition has been made 
on that line. It seems to me that the only 
thing to be done now is for the city to ut 
once make a tender of a certain fair price 
for the road’s property to be used in build- 
ing a bridge, and if the tender is refused, 
let the city at once apply to the courts and 
ask for a condemnation of the property for 
the purpose. Assessors can be appointed 
to fix a fair valuation on the land and the 
city can pay for it, and it will then pos- 
sess a very valuable franchise which will be 
of great advantage to the city in the fu- 
ture when it is in a position to build the 
Alabama street bridge. I feel that within 
ten years it will be possible te drive over 
the tracks at both Alabama and Mitchell 
streets and bridges will be erected to span 
the tracks at both places. This is inevi- 
table.’’ 

Colonel Maddox for a Bridge. 

Coionel Maddox said the city should in- 
sist upon the Alabama street bridge. 

‘“‘All we have got to do is to build the 
bridge high enough above the tracks and 
pay the roads for the right of way,” said 
Colonel Maddox. “The right of way is a 
trifle and it is easily feasible for the city to 
build this bridge at small cost. The pev- 
ple want a bridge at this point and Mr. 
Egan makes no strenuous objection to it. 
He will agree to it if we insist upon it.” 

At this point there was some question as 
to what attitude Mr. Egan assumed on this 
branch of the subject when he last appear- 
ed before the committee. It was stated 
that his consent was practically secured 
to the building of a bridge seventeen feet 
abowe the tracks, but he now contends for 
a bridge twenty feet above the tracks. This 
point was made clear in The Constitution 
yesterday and it is the greatest objection 
to the proposed bridge. The height would 
make a heavy grade and would lessen the 
value of the structure as a means of cross- 
ing the roads. 

Mr. Camp said he had gathered from M’°. 
Egan that he and the Central w.ll fizht 
any effort made to cross the tracks by 
bridge or grade crossing. He thought the 
Central would raise every possible objec- 
tion to a bridge and that every obstace 
possible would be thrown in the way of tne 
scheme. i 

Mayor Collier’s Plan Outlined. 

Mayor Co.lier was invited to give his 
views on the problem and he clearly out- 
lined the policy to be advocated by him in 
reaching a settlement of the question. H» 
said the time is nearly ripe for the city to 
act, and firmly, too. He said legal 8 eps 
will have to be taken and in his speech tae 
mayor said the Alabama street project ts 
now entirely out of the question. 

“Tl know that Mr. Egan ‘s unalterab’y 
opposed to the erection of a bridge over the 
Central's tracks to extend Alabama street.” 
said Mayor Collier. “The councii is now 
where it must act firmly and get the bes. 
possible outlet for the west side that can 
be secured. We may a« well recogn Ze the 
fact that the city is not in a condition to» 
build a bridge to extend Alabama street. 
It would cost a very iarge sum of money 
and it has been asserted that the city can- 
not make an improvement and pay for it 
from the revenues of succeeding years. Tae 
courthouse tiade is being held up on this 
content’on and unless the courts decide in 
favor of the city and county in this matter 
‘t will be impossibte for the city to vndar- 
take anv expensive improvement for years 
to come. 

“Tt seems to me that the west side psople 
can be as wel! served by the eréct’on oi a 
good viaduct at Mitchell street and the 
widening of the approaches and the Mag- 
nolia street bridge as by the Alabama street 
bridge.

What Austria is aiming st 
now is to make Hungary pay her ptc- 
portionate share of the expense neceg- 
sary to carry on the dual monarchy of 
Austria-Hungary, and this matter was 
under discussion in the Austrian reichs- 
rath when the action of the cabinet with 
respect to Bohemia was injected into the 
proceedings, with the result which has 
already been seen. Hungary at pres- 
ent pays only 30 per cent of the expenses 
of the dual monarchy, while Austria 
pays 70 per cent; but Hungary has pros- 
pered within the past few years and is 
able to contribute more largely to the 
monarchy’s support. This Austria in- 
tends to make her do, if there is any vir- 
tue in persistence. As The Consti- 
tution has ‘heretofore pointed out. the 
dual monarchy of Austria-Hungary is 
united only with reference to its for- 
eign policy and the maintenance of its 
army*tand navy. As to all other matters. 
the two constituent kingdoms are vir- 
tually independent. What the outcome 
of Austria’s demand upon Hungary will 
be can only be conjectured; but it may 
possibly result in the dissolution of the 
dual monarchy. 

As evidence of the fact that matters 
have been adjusted only for the time 
being in Austria-Hungary, and that seri- 
ous outbreaks, imperiling the. safety o? 
the government, may occur at any time 
it igs only necessary to cite the following 
recapitulation, showing the various 
principalities and kingdoms which con- 
stitute the monarchy: 


The archduchy of Austria. 

The duchy of Salzburg. 

The duchy of Styria. 

The principalities of Tyrol, 
and Leichtenstein. 

The kingdom of Bohemia.

On account of the mixed char- 
acter of the population living 
under the government of Austria-Hun- 
gary and the varied interests which it 
represents, it ig not surprising that fre- 
quent outbreaks shouid occur from time 
to time; and, aside from the old quar: 
rel between Austria and Hungary, this 
mixed character of the population is 
bound to bring about important changes 
in the situation ere many years have 
passed. 

As to the mixed character of our. own 
American population, it may be stated 
that the situations which the two gov- 
ernments present are by no means paral- 
lel. In this country the various ele- 
ments which compose its population 
are diffused throughout its: broad exteut 
and are found in almost every town 
and city. Not so, however, in Austria- 
Hungary; for in that country each ele- 
ment of the population holds sway in 
its own particular province or princi- 
pality, and preserves its integrity un- 
disturbed. There is no community of 
interests, and consequently the govern- 
ment lacks cohesiveness.

State Prohibition in Maine. 

On Thanksgiving Day the clergy and 
church people of Bangor, in the state 
of Maine, met to discuss the question of 
lawlessness in that city, and in the ex- 
change of views and opinions a strong 
side-light was thrown. on the subject 
of state prohibition. The famous 
“Maine law,” which is regarded as a 
model by prohibifionists who are op- 
posed to the slower but surer process 
of local option, is in full force in that 
state. The results of it, as described by 
the good people of Bangor, are very in- 
teresting to prohibitionists as well as 
to anti-prohibitionists. 

One of the Bangor preachers stated, as 
if it were a fact perfectly well known 
to those who heard him, that “the sale 
of liquor is practically unrestricted in 
Bangor tceday.” One of the speakers 
said that there is an argreement be- 
tween the liquor dealers and the author- 
ities by which it was understood that 
the dealers were not to be molested ex- 
cept under certain conditions—the con- 
ditions being an occasional indictment 
involving the payment of fines and 
costs. 

It is further said that there is a saloon 
in Bangor to every one hundred inhab- 
itants—a _ fact most extraordinary. 
In Massachusetts, under the license sys- 
tem, there is a saloon allowed to only 
every one thousand people. More than 
this, the saloons in Bangor in the pro- 
hibition state of Maine, are not dives 
They are not hidden away in alleys and 
basements. They do business where 
all can see them, in the full glare of 
daylight, and right on the public streets. 

The good people of Bangor in discuss 
ing the reason for this remarkable 
break-down of the model “Maine law,” 
a break-down that is almost as old as 
the law itself, said it was because the 
law ts obnoxious to the people in mgny 
communities, and. therefore they refuse 
to enforce it. But instead of proposing 
to reform or modify the law so as to 
meet the wishes of the people, the Ban- 
gor meeting decided that the unwélcome 
law should be continued on the statute 
books and enforced; though they did 
not provide any plan for enforcing it. 

The Springfield Republican, from 
which we take the facts we have cited, 
very wisely concludes that in a state 
where opinions vary widely, the local 
option system is the only one which 
will satisfy the conditions and comman¢é 
the respect of the people. This is 
true. It is so true, indeed, that we 
marvel at the obstinacy with which the 
prohibitionists of Maine have gone on 
year after year dr e true temper- 
ance in the mud at the heels of a sys- 
tem so inefficient and inadequate that 
it brings real prohibition into disre- 
pute. 7 4, 

Every state that has ever tiicd a gen- 
eral prohibition law has béen com- 
pelled to abandon it in the interests of

Georgia has solved that problem. In 
this state whenever and wherevér the 
public sentiment of the state becomes 
crystallized against the lHquor trariic, 
prohibition is instituted by a vote of 
the people. Now, when the people of 
a communty want a law bad enough to 
take the trouble to mak® a campaign 
for it, they are sure to have it enforced. 
This is local option. A great many tem- 
perance men sometimes become impa- 
tient at the slow progress prohibition is 
making through local option, but this 
progress is slow only to the impatient. 
As a matter of fact, it has been very 
rapid in Georgia, and it has continued 
to grow and spread ever since local 
option became the policy of the prohi- 
bitionists. 

Only agitators desire to disturb this 
policy. We do not use the term in any 
Offensive sense, for some of the best 
men the world ever knew would an- 
swer to the name of “agitators.” We 
mean the impatient and the restless who 
would wrench human nature out of its 
habits rather than persuade it. There 
is no fear, however, that we shall ever 
go through the experience of Maine.

The Earth’s Magnitude. 

Six thousand years have elapsed since 
this old earth became the abode of the 
human race, and yet men are still en- 
gaged in taking its measurements. 

This is due to the fact that facilities 
for sizing up the planet have greatly 
multplied during this latter part of the 
nineteenth century. With the aid of 
locomotive engines, steamboats, electric 
cables, balloons and other great inven- 
tions science has succeeded in explor- 
ing almost every nook and corner of 
the globe. As soon as the polar regions 
have been successfully invaded, her geo- 
graphical triumphs will be complete. 

One has only to pick up some old map 
of this country and compare it with 
modern ones to realize the extraordinary 
progress which the world has made in 
this important branch of science. Of 
course political changes in some mea- 
ure account for the difference in these 
maps; but the real lack of harmony 
between them grows out of the defective 
methods which formerly obtained ip 
measuring coast lines, making the old- 
er maps appear extremely odd and lu- 
dicrous. With the progress of geo- 
graphical investigations, the ‘averaga 
man has come to know many things 
which were not formerly put into ge- 
ographies. For instance, he knows that 
the land surface of the globe measures 
some 52,300,000 square miles, or 26.6 
per cent of its entire surface; that the 
greatest depth of the ocean reaches to 
some 25,000 feet; that the world’s pop- 
ulation aggregates some _ 1,500,000,000 
souls, and that almost every square foot 
of the globe has been swept by scien- 
tific research. These facts plainly show 
that the world’s great scientific think- 
ers have not been slow to avail them- 
selves of those advanced facilities for 
carrying on investigations which the 
nineteenth century has furnished. In 
this connection some additional facts 
may be derived from an article recently 
prepared by Dr. W. F. Willcox, bear- 
ing upon the world’s area and popula- 
tion, and published in one of the lead- 
fing scientific magazines. According 
to this well-informed authority nearly 
two-thirds of the land area of the globe 
is possessed by only nine powers, as 
follows: Great Britain, 11,334,391 
square miles; Russia, 8,666,282 square 
miles; China, 4,218,401 square miles; the 
United States, 3,607,950 square miles; 
Brazil, 3,209,878 quare miles; France, 
the Argentine 
Republic, 1,778,195 square miles; the Ot- 
toman empire, 1,609,240 square miles, 
and the German empire,.1,228,740 square 
miles. The remaining territory of the 
globe is divided among the smaller 
tribes and powers. 

As to the world’s population, Dr. Will- 
cox puts it down at 1,485,763,000 souls. 
Of this enormous aggregate he states 
that not less than 1,373,284,463 souls are 
under the sway of the following ten 
great powers: China, 402,680,000; Great 
Britain, 383,488,469; Russia, 129,545,000; 
France, 70,467,775; the United States, 
62,929,766; the German empire, 62,879,- 
901; Austria-Hungary, 41,358,886; ;Ja- 
pan, 41,813,215; the Netherlands, 38.- 
859,451, and the Ottoman empire, 38,212,- 
000. These figures are based upon the 
official returns of the last few years. 
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Japan Withdraws Her Protest. 

Recent information received from 
Washington states that Japan has decid- 
ed to withdraw all opposition to the pro- 
posed annexation of Hawaii to the Unit- 
ed States. 

For several months past the little is- 
land kingdom has manifested deep in- 
terest in the attitude of this country to- 
ward to Hawaiian archipelago. As a 
matter of fact she has had designs upon 
the archipelago herself, but realizing 
the utter folly of opposing what appears 
to be the plan of this government with 
respect to the Pacific islands, she has 
wisely decdied to abandon her inten- 
tions. At the present time there are 
several thousand Japs living in Hawaii, 
and had the matter of annexation never 
come up between this country and Ha- 
waii, it is more than likely that the 
archipelago would -have been complete- 
ly overrun with Japs. 

Various reasons may have influenced 
Japan in withdrawing her objection tc 
the proposed scheme of annexation. In 
the first place, she is no match for this 
country, however superior she may be to 
China; and in the second place, she has 
always had a warm and sympathetic 
friend in this government. To covet 
territory which lies within the opera- 
tions of the Monroe doctrine could have 
no other possible effect than to antago- 
nize the United States, and Japan in 
thinking of the matter may have come 
to this conclusion. Whatever reasons 
may have actuated her ’in giving un her 
plans with respect to the Pacific islands 
it cannot be denied that she has acted 
with becoming prudence and sagacity.

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GOVERNOR ATKINSON AND 
THE ANTI-FOOTBALL BILL. 


The members of the legislature who voted 
in favor of the Cole bill to abolish football 


in this state are rapidly recovering from 


the hysteria which possessed them at the 
time, and many of them are beginning to 
feel that they made a mistake. Governor 
Atkinson has not yet signed the measure, 
and there is good reason to believe that he 
isn't going to. Both representatives and 
senators are coming to him and offering to 
sustain him in a veto, and it looks as 
though there was a revulsion of feeling not 
only in favor of the popular game, but 
against such sumptuary legislation as is 
required to suppress it. The bill was pass- 
ed in the heat of prejudice following the 
accidental death of young Von Gammon, 
and even the Georgia legislature does not 
want to go on record as manufacturing law 
in that way. 

Athens, too, is petitioning the governor 
to return the bill without his approval. 
Many of the requests come from levers of 
the game, but a large number are based on 
breader principles. A lady in Rome calls 
the governor’s attention to the fact that 
young Goetchius, of that city, who was 
Von Gammon’s schoolmate, fell down 
Stairs some time ago and was killed. She 
asks if, acting on the same principle, the 
legislature ought not to abolish stairways. 
Her name, if published, would have reculiar 
significance, but is withhel@ at her own 
request. What she says is likely to influ- 
ence the governor much more, however, 
than all the petitions in the world. 


Hon. T. P. Branch, of Augusta, brother 
of Representative Mel Branch, has put the 
arguments in favor of a veto in a terse and 
clear-cut letter to the governor, embodying 
sentiments which are being indorsed by 
many leading citizens throughout the siate. 
He writes: 


“When I read in the papers of the death 
of Von Gammon I was so shocked that the 
prom.pt action of the two legislative houses, 
in passing the anti-footbali bill seemed to 
éive me great satisfaction—soniew!at of 
a feeling ot revenge; but now, that that 
spirit has died out of me, I realize that the 
action of tne legislature was zeal without 
knowledge, if not hysterical, and the object 
of my writing you is to respectfully beg 
you, by ali proper means, to prevent its 
action becoming a law of tne state of Geor- 
gia. In the first place, such a law will 
Sreatly injure all the larger institutions of 
learning in our state, so long as tlie gieat 
States of the north and east do not follow 
sult; such a law will greatly increase the 
matriculation of coliege students trom this 
state in the universities of Princeton, Har- 
ppg. Yale and Virginia. Again, such a law 
S unnecessary and smacks too much of 
nae Pasi saath of maternalism. 

ssuming that football should - 
pressed, surely the state can trust to leant 
nent board of trustees of its university to 
take Such action as may be wise and expe- 
dient; and likewise the boards of control 
of the other colleges should be trusted. 
Suppose, however, that those in authority 
fail to suppress or forbid footbail, still there 
can be no necessity of legislative inhibition 
as long as there are fathers and mothers 
left; and I respectfully insist that they, 
and they only, are the ones competent, and 
upon whom the duty devolves to take ac- 
tion.

“If that apprehension is a just one, then 
my contention that Georgia’s colleges will 
lose largely the patronage of its own 
s50ns and gain none from states where foot 
ball is allowed, is established. I simply, 
in my foregoing suggestions, present the 
Question of football or no football in its 
lowest aspect; that of pecuniary profit or 
loss to our state. 
low view of the matter, you are confronted 
With the proposition whether the game is 
of such a character as should be prohibited 
by law in the interests of society. In an- 
swer, unquestionably, it is not. In the 
first place, the conditions necessary to its 
highest stage of development are total ab- 
Stinence from intoxacating and stimulating 
drinks—alcoholic or otherwise, as well as 
from cigarettes and tobaceo in any form; 
strictest regard for proper and healthiest 
diet and for all the laws of health; persis- 
tent regularity in the hours of going to bed 
and absolute purity of life. 

“Examine the records of football teams: 
so great is the desire to get on a ’varsity 
team and so rigid and inexorable are the 
rules before a student is eligible for becom- 
ing a member thereof, he must sign a 
pledge to faithfully comply with said rules 
and he must comply therewith or be forth- 
with summarily suspended; and the records 
of teams demonstrate that so great is the 
desire, longing and ambition to don and 
wear the uniform of a crack team that tnais 
pride and ambition, which never could be 
awakened before in the breast of intemper- 
a and cigarette smokers becomes so ab- 
sorbing that the boy reforms without know- 
ing that he is reforming, and that, too, 
when a father’s prayers and threats and a 
mother’s kisses and tears have proved un- 
availing; so great is this spirit in students 
to attain success and distinction as fovoot- 
ball players that they submit to the sever- 
est disciplime and greatest self-denial, and 
in many Cases where all moral suasion and 
college regulations have entirely failed; 
surely the bed-rock of the highest Chris- 
tian character is self-denial, which is chas- 
tened and polished by wise and uniform 
discipline. 

“Again, the success of the game de- 
pends not alone upon brawn and muscle, 
but in a very large degree upon the morals, 
sp'rit and dash of the team. which 80 
dominates it that the individual player is 
literally unconscious of the punishment 
that he sustains at the time, and if con- 
scious of it, his proud and lofty spirit dis- 
dains it. Life is a battle in its every de- 
partment, and fortunate is the one that in 
youth has been trained and disciplined to 
withstand its rude shocks with gallant for- 
titude. Of course the true spirit of football 
does not animate every boy; if so, society 
would be rid of dudes and dilettanti, for 
ne'ther of those classes are ever found in 
any eleven. 

“It is the same gspirit that nerves the 
country boy to catch the wild colt, ride 
and master it; it is the same spirit that 
stirs the school fellow on the playground 
to take the side of the weak: it is the same 
spirit that speeds the fireman through 
smoke and fire to succor the dying: the 
same spirit that prompts the trained swim- 
mer to attempt the rescue of the drown- 
ing when the onlookers stand with blanched 
cheeks; it is one and the same spirit that 
gives us our leaders, whether in war or 
peace. A 

“Remember in all these cases there is 
danger—sometimes great danger to life 
and limb, which, however, in most in- 
Stances, is greatly lessened by former 
tra’ning and habits. Yes. there ‘s danger 
in football. as in all athletic sports. None, 
however. should be suppressed: all should 
be regulated, and will as the dangers 
are manifested and apprehended. 

“In football teams should be classed, es- 
pecially when playing championship games. 

o boy should be allowed to play in any 
game with any constitutional defect or 
any inability, and even. though sound. 
without be'ng in condition; and even then’ 
mere youths, immature and undeveloped. 
no matter what their skill and spirit’ 
should not be: allowed to contend with 
giants in strength and stature. According 
to age and weight they should be classed 
as light, middle and Vy weights, and 
this will be done, but that is not the work 
of any legislature; it is peculiarly and 
wholly the duty of the guardians of the 
boys, whether at home, school, college or 
ye ado . :

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Takes Issue with Mr. Searcy. 

Editor Constitution—Mr. Searcy, in a com- 
munication in The Constitution of Decem- 
ber 2d, produced three letters, which he 
therein says he has published in full. and 
that he has sent copies to Hon, Pope Brown, 
and that any one interested may. call on 
him for them. 

These letters were published in full in a 
pamphlet issued in Griffin in 1894, entitled: 
“An appeal to the legislature and people of 
Georgia in behalf of the farmers and me- 
chanics of the state.’’ They are respective- 
ly on pages 14, 16 and 18 of the pamphlet. 
It was to that pamphlet that Mr. Ham- 
mond, as chairman of the board of trusiees 
of the university, made reply, in a pamphiet 
entitled: “Some of the’ reasons why the 
United States land grants should not be 
taken from the state college of agriculture 
and mechanic arts, which is a part of our 
university at Athens, Ga. 

The letters were all dated in 1894 Mr. 
Brown and the agricultural committee, of 
which he was chairman, all farmers, had 
both pamphlets—the one prepared by Mr. 
Searcy and the others, and the one pre- 
pared by Mr. Hammond—bdefore them when 
they considered tne Brown bill in Novem- 
ber, 1894, which proposed to take the funds 
from the university and should build wp a 
schoo] at or near Griffin, at the experiment 
station. It was with those letters and oth- 
ers like them, publisned in the Seatey 
pamphlet, and with all the arguments 
which they could make in their favor, that 
the vote was taken, mentioned in Mr. Ham- 
mond’s reecnt speech before the general 
assembly, under which vote the bill was 
beaten and 4a a passed in that 
committee by 22 to 10. 

Secretary Wilson earefully avoided tak- 
ing any position with regard to our local 
controversy. Whatever he said here was 
simply incidental, and without intent to 
have any effect in that particular. His 
report as secretary of agriculture, just 
made, at page 45, contains the following: 
“Proper use of Experiment Station funds. 
The funds appropriated by congress for 
the experiment stations are intended solely 
for the carrying on of agricultural investi- 
gations and the publication of the results. 
‘The stations are by law made departments 
of the land grant colleges, but it was not 
intended that any part.of the station funds

Postal Savings Banks. 

Lafayette, Mo., November 27, 1897.— 
Editor Constitution: 1 never forget a sen- 
tence spoken by Alexander H. Stephens in 
a speech in Alabama just before the break- 
ing out of the war of secession, the sub- 
ject being investments in the bonds of 
the Confederate States government, just 
launched on its stormy voyage. He told 
his hearers plainly that if the states could 
maintain themselves their 8 per cent bonds 
would be as fine an investment as the 
United States 6 per cents had always been 
when the southern states were in the 
union. And he added, “We were always 
the salt of the concern.’’ Truth was never 
more nearly exactly and completely told 
in as few words. If the United States is 
saved from a further advance into social- 
ism, from becoming a complete socialism, 
from that ‘“‘com.ng slavery’ that Herbert 
Spencer, the philosophic disciple of Jeffer- 
son, foretelis, it will be the preservative 
power of the southern stock of peopie in 
the union—the “salt of the concern.” At 
least so I believe. As I am a native of 
lowa, my father of Ohio and his father 
a native of Pennsyivania, whose father 
was born on a ship coming from Europe 
to Philadelphia, it cannot oe charged that 
it is southern self-love that makes me say 
this of the southern stock of people. 

It was a crowning proof of the purity 
of the old Aryan blood in the people of 
the south when they, in-the midst of their 
poverty, fought to the death the attempt 
of Blair to establish a system of federal 
schools pa‘d for by public taxes. And now, 
when the wave of demand for the estab- 
lishment of federal savings banks is run- 
ning like wildfire over the land, I expect 
that the old Aryan biood of the southern 
people will assert itseif, and that they 
will aga.n prove themselves ‘‘the salt of 
the concern’ by quenching that fire.

RACE BEGINS: VIRUS 


STARTS AT SCRATCH 


Woes of These Who Are Forced To Be 
Vaccinated. 


STRANGE SCENES WITNESSED 


Policemen and Physicians Go Hand in 
Hand on the March. 


RAID §=MABDE ON HOBO HOLLOW 


Negroes Fled Rather Than Be Vacci- 
nated, but Patrolmen Were Put 
on Their Tracks. 


The work of vaccinating the inhabitants 
of Atlanta goes merrily on in spite of the 
rain and cold. A small army of doctors 
Started out yesterday morning armed with 
virus and will not stop until every human 
being in the city has been made safe from 
the smallpox. They are taking the city 
by sections and every inch will be covered. 

The health office gave out 3,000 vaccine 
points yesterday and had many calls for 
more. Fresh virus will be received this 
morning and there will be enough for every- 
body. 

The doctors did not meet with any trou- 
ble to speak of yesterday and the work 
was done almost without a hitch. 

The Forces Organize. 

The office of Chief Veal was the busiest 
Place in Atlanta. Early in tbe morning 
one of the men in the office commenced to 
notify the doctors who were to go out and 
do the vaccinating to come to the office at 
to districts. 
Chief Veal was busy making out routes for 
the doctors and giving out virus to the 
ward physicians. Dr. McRae had charge of 
the doctors, and at 12 o’clock he arrived at 
the chief’s office, and together with Chief 
Veal and Captain Thompson, made out the 
routes that the doctors and the patrolmen 
Were to take. There Were twenty-one doc- 
ters on hand and twelve policemen. The 
doctors were sent out in pairs, and wita 
every two one policeman went along. Each 
doctor was given 100 points. As much ter- 
ritory was mapped out for the doctors to 
cover as was possible and they were sent 
out in the following order: 

Drs. Awbrey and Hawley, accompanied 
by Officer Hollis, were assigned to Ma- 
rietta street, 

Drs. Moon and Simpson, with Officer 
Whatley, were assigned to Decatur street 
and cross streets running to the railroad 
tracks, 

Drs. Vinson and Cromer, with Officer Stal- 
lings, were assigned to Auburn avenue and 
cross streets running to Edgewood. avenue. 

Drs, Riley and Sharp, with Officer Jolly, 
Were assigned to Walton and Luckie streets. 

Drs. Surmmeralil and Tomlinson, with Of- 
fleer Eddleman, were assigned to East Hun- 
ter street. 

Drs. Sutton and Trammell, with Officer 
Moncrief, were assigned to West Mitchell 


i and West Hunter with cross streets in be- 


tween. 
Drs. Ward and Stone, with Officer Lan- 
ford, were assigned to Peters street up to 


«Mitchell. 


Dr. Roberts, with Officer Harris, were as- 
Signed to Rhodes street and cross streets 
up to the railroad. 

Drs. Bradfield and Huss, with Officer T. 
B. Lanford, were assigned to Nelson street 
to Mitchell, 

Drs. Giles and Clark, with Officer Sewell, 
were assigned to Whitehall and East Hun- 
ter to Woodward aven ; 

Dr. Maddox and ey. the officers were 
assigned hy Chief Veal to visit houses 
where recent cases of smallpox -had been 
removed and vaccinate all in the nefghbor- 
hvods; 

After the districts had been selected for 
the doctors and the officers assighgd to 
them they all went from Chief Vears of- 
fice into the council room, where the reutes 
were read out to them. After reading off 
the directions as to the districts they would 
cover, Dr. McRae addressed the physicians 
in the following words: 

“I wish to say to the doctors and offi- 
cers before they start out that we want 
them to avoid all friction possible. We 
must have everybody vaccinated, but it 
must be done by gentle means, if possible. 
I do not think that many will object, for 
the people pretty thoroughly recognize the 
fact that it must be done, and most of 
them want it done. I think that it will 
be best nat to make any arrests today, 
but take the mame and address of every 
one who refuses to be vaccinated and re- 
port: everv refractory case tomorrow. 
Those who refuse to be vaccinated and 
will promise to have it done inside of 
twenty-four hours take their names and 
address and we can call on them later on 
and see that the law is complied with. 
The physicians can tell nowginany they 
vaccinate by the number of points used, 
but I think that it would be a good plan 
for every officer to keep a record of every 
house visited and the number of inmates 
vaccinated at each house. In this way we 
can see if any have been missed at a house 
and have the doctors call again before 
the work is over.

If per- 
sons who have been recently vaccinated 
will get certificates from their doctors it 
will save trouble and time and they will 
not be troubled. Many of the negroes you 
will find claim to have had varioloid, but 
they do not know what varioloid is, so do 
not pay any aftention to such claims, but 
vaccinate them over. There are some cases 
where persons should not be vaccinated

One fat old aunty caused the doctors a 
great dea] of amusement by the. reasons 
she gave for not be!ng vaccinated. ‘Der 
ain’t no use to fool wid me wid dat knife 
for I’se had de smalipox, yaller fever, con- 
sumption and de itch and I ain’t gwine to 
hab nothin’ mo.” The doctors found that 
she had had the smalipox at least, and 
that Was enough to exempt her without 
the other ailments. 

One house visited by the doctors was oc- 
cupied by several washerwomen and here 
they met with the strongest kind of oppu- 
siticn. The spokeslady of the cruwd put 
forth a powerful argument, but they could 
not show right kind of marks and had to 
undergo the vaccination. 

“We all wuks in dis house,” she said, 
“2n dem things gwine to lay us up so we 
can’t wash dese close. We gwWite to sue de 
city ef you make us sick.’’ They were all 
vaccinated, however, and the washing went 
on amidst their grumbling. 

The pet of Jones alley is a little cross- 
eyed negro whose only name is the rather 
familiar and short title of ‘Son,’ whose 
60n, no One seemed to know, but there was 
the greatest anxiety in the alley to get him 
vaccinated and half a dozen of his older 
companions brought him forth. “‘Son’’ does 
not look like he could be over two years 
old at the most, but he was.a hero when 
he bared his tiny left arm and laughed 
with delight at the prospects of seeing his 
blood run. As his arm was being scraped 
he laughed and told the doctors to scratch 
it more. When the virus had been put in 
his left arm he wanted it, put In the other 
one and was disappointed that he could 
not be accommodated. The operation over, 
“Son” grew at least a foot with his im- 
portance and immediately commenced to 
make his playmates pay to gee his arm. 

On Decatur street the doctors did not get 
as far down as the colored settlement, but 
they will get there today and the colored 
bum will have the virus injected into his 
dusky arm by the wholesale. 

One of the doctors who was vaccinating 
on a street inhabited by white people, went 
to a nice looking cottage and rung the 
bell. A pretty young girl about eighteen 
years of age came to the door. The bash- 
ful sawbones saw trouble at once, but he 
finally plucked up courage to ask the young 
lady if she had been vaccinated. She blush- 
ingly admitted that she had. ‘‘Well,” said 
the doctor, ‘‘will you let me see your scar.”’ 


‘“No, sir, I will not,” ghe snapped, and 


slammed the door in his face without giv- 
ing any reason. ‘ 

Many funny incidents occurred during 
the day, but nearly everybody took it good- 
naturealy and the work went on very rap- 
idly. All of the doctors who were at work 
yesterday will report at the board of health 
Office today at 8 o’clock and resume the 
work.

SEEKS HIS DEAD MASTER 


A Policeman Relates a Remarkable 
and Pathetic Incident. 
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THE STORY OF A FAITHFUL DOG. 


He Walked 103 Miles to Search for 
His Master, Who Is Dead—Was 
Seen Last Night. 


Policeman Sheppard related a remarka- 
ble and most pathetic story last night, one 
which, strange as it is, is absolutely true. 

Last evening the officer came into the 
barracks from his beat on Decatur street 
to bring with him a prisoner who was a 
liitie too full for navigation, his beat be- 
ing near the barracks, After entering the 
case and turning the prisoner over to the 
turnkey, the policeman shook the waier 
drops from his heavy overcoat, for it was 
raining outside, and said: 

“IT have just witnessed one of the most 
pathetic and at the same time one of ihe 
strangest incidents that have ever come un- 
der my notice since I have been policing. 
Out there on my beat there is a dog which 
bas walked over 100 miles for the purpose 
ot trying to find his master, and that 
master is dead.’’ 

The ofticer paused a moment, for his au- 
Gience quickly increased, and they were 
all attention. Then he continued: 

‘There used to be a notorious negro in 
Atlanta by the name of John Malachi. 
John was well known in police circles, but 
aithough he was a worthiess sort of a fel- 
low he rarely ever went so far in his trans- 
gressions as to defy the law sufficiently 
to be arrested. He was an outcast and.could 
always be found about the low dives aud 
Gens in the questionable loc&lities. But 
he had one. true friend, a small dog. Wher- 
ever the negro went that dog was always 
with him. Often I have seen that dog and 
remarked that ‘Malachi wasn’t far off, and 
sure enough the negro would soon come in- 
to sight. The dog. so far as his breed was 
conceyned, was ahout as worthless as his 
master. I don’t know which was the better 
known, John Malachi or the dog. 

‘Well, a few months ago John moved to 
Macon, where he ied about the same sort 
of life he ted here. He died in Macon 
about a month ago, and was buried there 
at the expense of the city, I suppose. 
When I heard of the négro’s death I im- 
mediately wondered where the dog was 
and what he would do without his master. 

‘Tonight I saw the dog. And what do 
you suppose he was doing? He was going 
up and down Decatur street searching in 
the saloons and the negro dives for the 
only person who had ever cared for him, I 
watched the dog for quite a while and I 
saw him go in and out of the places which 
were once frequented by Malachi. He 
moved along in a fast trot, holding his 
head down. I followed him as he went 
into a restaurant. He trotted into the open 
door, stovd still when on the inside while 
he gazed about at the men and women 
assembhied there, and then he turned and 
trotted out. This was repeated at a number 
of places. ° 

‘That little dog, tired of looking for his 
master in Macon, had come all the way to 
Atlanta, a distance of 103 miles, to look for 
his master. I felt like taking the poor dog 
home and called him ta me Ent he merely 
stopped a moment, looked sadly at me and 
went on with his search.’’ 

A number of policemen .saw :the dog af- 
terwards on Decatur street, and they cor- 
rcborated the story related by Policeman 
Sheppard.

LIGHT PROBLEM — 
TO BE SOLVED 


| Special Municipal Ownership Committee 


Meets This Morning. ~ 
WILL LOOK INTO THE QUESTION 


Facts and Figures Will Be Stated by 
Both Sides. 


GEORGIA ELECTRIC LIGHT CO. TO ANSWER 


It Will Attempt to Show That It Is 
Not to the City’s Interest to 
Own Plant. 


This morning at 10 o’cléck the special com- 
mittee of councilmen and citizens will take 
up the question of municipal ownership of 
,@bn electric light plant to furnish lights for 
the streets, and the indications are that 
the me@ing will be a lively one. 

The merits of this important question 
have not yet beet reached by the commit- 
tee and ic is now proposed to hasten con- 
sideration of the problem. The committee 
has delayed consideration of the question 
Some time on account of the chamber of 
commerce banquet of Thursday night, at 
which the question of municipal owner- 
ship was discussed. The light thrown on 
the problem at the banquet will be before 
the committee and additional information 
will be brought out. 

The exhaustive argument of Judge 
George Hillyer, president of the water- 
works department, in which he gives an 
array of figures and calculations in sup- 
port of his contention for municipal owner- 
ship, which was heard at the banquet, will 
doubtless become an important document 
before the special committee and Lhe in- 
formation therein contained will doubtless 
be used by the committee in collating its 
information on the subject. 

Yesterday Messrs. H. M. Atkinson cnd 
Morris Brandon, of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, were looking into the 
question and at the committee meeting to 
day they may present their side of the 
Question in. answer to the arguments of 
Judge Hillyer and Mr. Fulton Colville, and 
they will also present some figures and 
statements. They have recently investi- 
gated the question very fully and think 
they will be able to show that it will not 
pay the city to go into the business of 
furnishing its own street lights. 

Mr. George H. Wade, secretary of the 
special committee, has communicated with 
a large number of cities which have ex- 
perimented with the munictyal ownership 
of electric plants and:he will present to 
the committee a strong algument showing 
the advisability of the city of Atlanta es- 
tablishing a plant of its own. Mr. Wade 
is an advocate of municipal ownership and 
he strongly believes it is for the best in- 
térests of the city to buy an electric light 
plant in operation or establish a new plant 
at the earliest day possible. 

The: question is now prominently before 
the business men of the city and the prog- 
gress of the investigation by the special 
committee will be watched with interest. 
The chamber of commerce debate was 
closely watched by the members of the 
chamber and their guests at the banquet 
and there are strong advocates of both 
sides of the proposition,

County Commissioners Refuse to Pay 
Vouchers for Ponder Inquest. 


The county commissioner met at the 
courthouse yesterday morning and refus- 
ed to pay the coroner’s bill for the inguest 
over the body of Policeman Ponder.

Because of 
three iarge failures for $3,250,000, not due to 
present conditions, the aggregate in Novem- 
ber was oniy $1,100,000 less than last year, 
and except for these woukl have been sinall- 
er in August, September or October. The 
decrease in nearly all branches of business 
shows that payments have been remarkably 
good and defaults unusually small Other 
evidences of the state of business are con- 
vincing except in speculative lines. Wages 
have been voluntarily advanced for nearly 
30,000 workers in wevicns and iron. Stocks 
are somewhat stronger, having advanced 
1.47 for railways and 1.87 for trusts. 
true value of the American railway stccKs 
is steadily rising with earnings w@ch, for 
November thus far, are 20.9 per ce larger 
than last year and 3.7 per cent in the same 
weeks of 1892. 

“It is the séason for waiting in most 
iron industries, but at least one other fur- 
nace has gone into blast and the lowest 
price of bessemer at LDittsburg, after pur- 
chases of 30,000 tons, is $10.15 per ton, with 
$9.25 for greyforge. KEiastern holders are 
somewhat impatient, and yet sure that 
January will bring a large demand and 
meanwinile the award of ship plate con- 
tracts to eastern firms g.ves them import- 
ant hekp, though the demand for bars is 
slow at the east and at Pittsburg, but is 
really strong at Chicago for agricultural 
and railroad supplies. Structural orders are 
seasonably in abeyance, but contracts for 
p.pes for London elicit sharp bidding at 
Pittsburg. 

“The voluntary advance of 20 per cent in

fhe bill of President Berner, introduced 
in the senate Thursday, repealing the 10 
per cent tax on state banks and allowing 
them to issue currency to the amount of 50 
per cent of their unimpaired capital stock, 
bas been the subject of much discussion 
among Atlanta’s bankers. 

Some are in favor of the measure, bellev- 
Ing it would be a decided step toward re- 
lieving the financial stringency, and others 
believe it would be a step in the opposite 
direction. Some go so far as to state the 
measure is absolutely foolish, that it is im- 
practicable and that the plan could never 
be successfully materialized in view of the 
federal statutes. 

A few of the local bankers, when seen 
yesterday, refused to talk on the subject 
for reasons best known to themselves. 
Others talked very freely. Mr. W. L. Peel 
believed the 10 per cent tax should be re- 
pealed and that state banks sheuld be al- 
lowed more latitude as to currency circula- 
tion. Mr. McCord jumped on .state banks 
with both feet, and expressed his views on 
the Berner bill in unmistakable terms. Mr. 
George DeSaussure says the measure 18 
absurd. Captain Bob Lowry says the Dill 
is totally impracticable. Mr. Paul Romare 
and others refused to be quoted 

It will be seen, therefore, that the views 
ef local bankers do not accord on the sub- 
ject. The national bank men are disposed 
to denounce state banks, and the state 
bank men of course, are rather inclined to 
favor the Berner bill, their only objections 

ing that the measure does not quite give 
them enough latitude. The bill, coming as 
it does, at this particular time, is looked 
upon with grave importance by the bank- 
ers, and if passed will create quite a revo- 
jution in the banking business in Atlanta. 

Captain Bob Lowry on the Bill. 

“I think the bill is wholly impracticable,” 
said Captain Lowry yesterday. “It would 
be impossible to circulate money with any 
gfuccess under such a law. In the first 
place the currency would not pass I doubt 
if it would go as far us Decatur. Money, 
in order to be valid these days, must be 
protected by the government, and people 
must know it is protected before they will 
receive it. I do not believe any conserva- 
tive bank would issue currency under any 
such regulations. In fact, J do not see how 
they could do it with safety. Besides, the

“I think further legislation along this 
line is foolish,’’ said Mr. Joseph McCord, 
of the Third National. “It would be ab- 
surd to adopt such a law. What (nstitution 
would want to tnvest in currency unter 
such regulattons?

DON’T SUIT SAVANNAH BANKERS 


They Will Have to Wait a Little 
Louger for More Light. 


Savannah, Ga., December 3.—(Special.)— 
The Savannah bankers are outspoken 
against such legislation as is contemplated 
in President R. L. Berner’s state bank 
bill. 

In interviews today, President Hen- 
ry Blun, of the Germania bank; Vice Pres- 
ident M. B. Lane, of the Citizens’ bank; 
President Herman Myers, of the National 
Bank of Savannah, and Cashier W. G. 
Cann, of the Savannah Bank and Trust 
Company, all expressed the opinion that 
some iegislation might be secured from 
congress.on this line, but they do not be- 
lieve it feasible for any single state to un- 
dertake it.

New York city fs asked to appropriate 
$2,386,000 for. the maintenance of its fire 
department the coming year. The depart- 
ment has 1,146 uniformed men. An increase 
of 172 men is asked. Six new fire engine 
and hook and ladder houses are being built. 
Chief Bonner says that “up to date horses 
are better for New York than self-propell- 
ing engines,” 


James Powell, who was elected a member 
of the executive committee of the Kentucky 
and Tennessee Association two weeks ago, 
has resigned, stating that he had not the 
time to devote to the duties cf the ollice. 
He represents the Royal. U. F. Moss, of 
Covington, was elected to succeed him, 


The new constitution and by-laws of the 
Chicago Underwriters’ Association went 
into effect yesterday. From all indications 
the rule to restrict reinsurance commis- 
sions to 10 and 15 per cent will be a dead 
letter, and is seemingly impracticable. Sev- 
eral companies have reinsurance contracts 
with companies not admitted to the state. 
Other companies will arrange for the home 
Offices to look after reinsurance. Companies 
that have materially geoemnss, herbed lines 
within the last year or so have reinsurance 
contracts, the details of which are entirely 
unknown to the local agent. This reinsur- 
ance clause was passed by the board as 
an amendment to the revision committee’s 
report, and hence was not in its original 
report. 


David Kelso, of Atchison, Kan., has be- 
gun suit in the United States circuit court 
against the Northwestern Life Assurance 
Company, of Chicago, to recover $3,000 dam- 
ages which he claims is due him. Kelso 
says in his declaration that the company 
was organized in 1874 under the name of 
the Northwestern Masonic Aid Association. 
The purpose of the company, he says, was 
to operate an insurance system on the 
mutual plan. The plaintiff alleges that last 
year the company changed its plan of busi- 
ness and amended its articles so as to have 
the power to furnish life indemnity. When 
the charge was made Kelso refused to 
pey any more assessments, and was de- 
clared a non-member, He alleges that by 
the change the number to be insured on 
the assessment plan was diminished, and 
that it greatly affected the value of his 
insurance. He also alleges that owing to 
the change in the business methods of the 
company the amount of the assessments 
he was required to pay was increased. 


The following is the agency system in 
Milwaukee: Seventy-seven companies have 
one agent each; twenty have two; twenty- 
one have three; nine have four; eight have 
five; five have six; one bas seven; one has 
eight; one has twelve. This makes forty- 
sever companies which will be affected by 
the action, against ninety-seven which will 
riot be. It means, however, 199 agencies 
that will be affected against 117 which will 
not be.

At the corner of Decatur and Butler 
streets the rabbit was caught amidst a 
scene of great rejoicing. It was probably 
the first time that there has ever been a 
rabbit hunt in Atlanta since its transfor- 
mation into a city from the forest primeval. 

The next “taie of a rabbit” also originated 
on Decatur street and ended with the last 
scene in the police coyrt yesterday after- 
noon. This rabbit was dead. Jesse Jones, 
a& negro with a suspicion of Indian in his 
ancesiry, had imbibed too freely, and as 
he passed up the street he saw the rabbit, 
and visions of a stew permeated his clouded 
mentality.

‘a direct result of this particular case. The 
action of the board in instructing the su- 
perintendent to report to the city attorney 
any physician who failed to report conta- 
gious diseases was taken in order to pre- 
vent a case of thie kind from occuring 
again.

Strange Disappearance of a Negro Farmer 
from Henry County. 


HE HAD SOLD HIS COTTON 


Had Considerable Money on His Per- 
son When Last Heard From. 


AN ARREST MABE IN THE GASE LAST NIGHT 


His Wife Is Searching for Him—Be- 
lieves He Has Been Killed and 
Robbed—Police on Case. 


A negro farmer from Henry county, who 
came to Atlanta last Saturday, is missing, 
42nd as honad a large sum of money on his 
person. foul play is suspected. 

The negro is Joe Sheats, and it is now 
beliéved he was murdered for the purpose 
of robbery. 

Bill Chapman, who works for the city, is 
locked up behind the bars at the police 
barracks on suspicion of being implicated 
in the disappearance of Sheats. He was ar- 
rested last night by Patrolman Dorsey. 

Last night about 9 o’clock, shortly after 
Chapman’s arrest, Sheats’s wife, Fannie, 
visited the police barracks and repeated 
the story of her husband’s strange disap- 
pearance. She bad already made a atate- 
ment in the morning To the city detectives. 
She seid to a reporter of The Constitution: 

‘“‘My husband left.Henry-county last week 
with eight bales of cotton, the whole of 
the crop for this year. J: left on the next 
train, and he was to meet me at the de- 
pot. When I arrived he did not meet me, 
and I went at once to his sister’s house, but 
he had not been there. I learned that he 
had sold the cotton Saturday morning for 
$148 and had the cagh in his pockets. I also 
learned that he went to a house at No. 9 
Lines avenue where Bill Chapman is said 
to conduct a gambling Gén. He was seen 
in the place Saturday night,“but he has not 
been seen or heard of since. I believe he 
has beeni murdered and robbed. We have 
been married for fifteen years, and he has 
never served me in this way before. He 
only comes to Atlanta about once a year, 
and does not know evybody here except 
his sister. He was tolled into that gam- 
bling den by the men who wanted to rob 
him. I never heard of his gambling, and 
he never, to my knowledge, touched a card 
or dice. He did not drink to excess. We 
have always farmed and made a good liv- 
ing. Once a year we come to the city and 
sell the cotton and make our purchases. 
If Joe is alive he would surely have either 
met me or gone to his sister’s.. I have writ- 
ten home and have a reply that he has not 
returned there,’’ 

The woman is a respectable looking col- 
ored person. She helped her husband make 
the cotton, and it was the result of a year’s 
hard work. 

Bill Chapman admits that Sheats was at 


| his house Saturday night. 


gratifying; to Chief Joyner. 
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He says Sheats 
told him he had lost $80 gambling. 

“Sheats was in my house,” said Chap- 
man, ‘‘and the last I saw of him he was 
going out of the back door. I tried to get 
him to buy a watch I bad, and Monday 
morning I went to his sister’s home to close 
the trade, and was surprised when I was 
told that Sheats had not been there. If 
he was killed or robbed I know nothing 
about it.” 

The police state that Chapman’s house 
is a noted gambling den, and they have been 
called many times to raid the place. 

Chapman is a stonelayer, and has been 
laying belgian blocks for the city for sev- 
eral years. 

Sheats is a mulatto, and wears a heavy 
black mustache. He lives In Henry coun- 
ty. near Flippin. He is a hard-working 
and industrioug negro, and bears a good 
reputation. 

The police are working on the case, and 
it is not improbable that they will unearth 
a sensational murder. 


WILMINGTON’S CHIEF IS HERE.

Chief Charlies Schnibbin, of the new fire 
department of Wilmington, N. C., arrived 
in Atlanta yesterday morning and was re- 
ceived by Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta fire 
department. 

Chief Schnibbin comes for the purpose 
of receiving a training in the methods used 
by the Atlanta fire department under Chief 
Joyner. While he is here Assistant Chief 
Haney, of the Atlanta department, is in 
Wilmington training the men there. 

It is the intention of the city authorities 
of Wilmington to have their fire depart- 
ment as nearly like Atlanta’s as is possil'e, 
and for this reason their chief has been 
sen?’ here to work with the men here and 
watch the manner in which Chief Joyner 
handlex a fire. 

Chief Schnibbin has been given a place on 
the hook and ladder truck at fire head- 
quarters and will work with this company 
as if he were a fireman. He will answer 
a'l alarnis and fight fire with the rest of 
them. In,gthis manner (jhe will gain practi- 
cal expetiance in the matter of fighting 
fires and will obtain the experience of the 
members of one of the best fire departments 
in thie country. 

Chief Schnibbin is a genial gentleman and 
is grently liked by the members of the fire 
departrren. It is expected that in the 
course uf the next ten days he will be ready 
to go to Wilmington and take charge of 
his mex. He will find that Assistant Chief 
Haney has done good work in hie ab-ence 
and his firemen will be well trained them- 
selves. 

The members of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment under the tutorship of Assistant Chief 
Cummings and Foreman Pressley are 
muking great headway in the use of the 
new apparatuses which were recently ir- 
troduced into the department by Chief 
Joyner :

COUNTY MAY NOT BE READY. 


Answer Has Not Been Filed Since the 
County Was Made a Party. 


PLAINTIFES WANT CASE TO PROCEED 


Judge Anderson and Judge Pendleton, 
Representing the City, Will An- 
| mounce Ready Today. 


The bill agalnst the city asKing for a 
permanent injunction on account of the 
courthouse deal will be taken up this morn- 
ing before Judge Lumpkin in chambers, 
provided the county does not ask for a 
continuance. The hearing was reached last 
Saturday, but it was decided that the coun- 
ty should be made a party to the proceed- 
ings as ft was a party to the contract and 
the case went ever until today. 

The indications yesterday were that a 
continuance would be asked for by the coun- 
ty. The answer to the bill has not been 
filed yet by. the county and the members of 
the board have not been served with all the 
papers in the case, it is said. County At- 
torney Rosser has acknowledged service for 
the county, but the law requires that each 
member of the’ board must be served in- 
dividually as well. : 

Judge James A. Anderson and Judge John 
T, Pendleton, representing the city, are 
ready for the hearing. So is Judge H. E. 
W.- Palmer, who is a member of the legal 
firm representing the plaintiffs in the bill, 
C. W. Hunnicutt and G. W. Coélier. They 
will doubtless insist on a hearing when the 
case is called this morning. 

The answer which is to be made by the 
county to the proceedings will not be along 
sensational lines, but, as a matter of fact, 
it will be confined strictly te the law in- 
volved. The hearing, however, is expected 
to develop several spicy questions which 
have not yet been brought to the public 
Tp0t ice. 

The members of the board now decline to 
discuss the situation, saying they prefer. 
that the court take jurisdiction and decide 
the matter rather than to allow the discus- 
sion to drift into personalism.

ONE TO ESTABLISH 


City Court of DeKalb Causes Three Bills 
in the House, 


THE MATTER IS MUCHLY MIXED 


Two Representatives Disagree About 
What People Want. 


GRAND JURY RECOMMENDER ABOLITION 


Mr. Henderson Says Abolish It, but 
Mr. Morrison Says Not and Candi- 
dates Agree with Latter. 


The city court of DeKalb county is stir- 


ring up much talk in the county, and the 
warring representatives are at a loss to 
know what to do as the people are divided 
in opinion. 

Two successive juries have been recom- 
mended that the court be abolished and this 
is what has provoked the bill from Repre- 
sentative Henderson asking that the legisla- 
ture do so, The candidates for the judge- 
ship have been urging Mr. Henderson to 
withdraw his bill. on the ground that the 
court is a good thing for the county. 

Mr. Henderson refuses to withdraw his 
bill, as two grand juries have said that 
it ought to be abolished. The next move 
of the candidates was to go to Representa- 
tive Morrison\and ask him to introduce a 
bill asking that the city court of Decatur 
be established with the same jurisdiction 
as the city court of DeKalb. 

Mr. Morrison has done as the candtiates 
requested, and the two bills are now oefore 
the house for consideration. Whatcver the 
members do the court will stand unless 
they vote down the Morrison bill and pass 
the Henderson measure. In order to ask 
that a city court of Decatur be established, 
Mr. Morrison introduced another bill ask- 
ing that the charter of Decatur be chang- 
ed sv that it would read the city of Decatur 
instead of the town of Decatur. 

lt is said that the people of the‘ county 
want the court to remain and that it was 
not their wish for the grand juries to rec- 
ommend its abolition. It has jurisdiction 
in cases involving as high as a thousand 
dollars and of all misdemeanors. It takes 
much work off the superior court and helps 
it to more readily dispense with its busi- 
ness. The cost of running it is $1,000 a 
year, which is the salary of the judge. 

All these things have been examined by 
those who wish the court to remain and 
the reason why the grand juries should 
have made their recommendation has been 
carefully hunted for. A number of those 
composing the grand juries who acted on 
the question have been seen and it Is now 
thought by a number that the trouble was 
that the people did not like the way the 
court was run. 

Mr. Henderson said yesterday that he 
would withdraw his bill if it was shown 
that the people wanted the court to remain 
as it is, or if they could get certain appoint- 
ments made by the governor of those who 
are trying for the place. 

“T hear that there is much opposition to 
the present judge, Hal Jones, and that his 
reappointment is not wanted by the people, 
and if he is that it is the wish of the peo- 
ple that the court be abolished. I do not 
know who will succeed to the place for the 
next four years; if I did, I would know 
better how to shape my actions. 

“TIT will hear from some of my constitu- 
ents in a few days and may know thea 
what to do. Of course I will fight the 
other bill to re-establish the court if I 
know that it is not wanted. But when I 
find that out I will withdraw my own 
bill.’’ 

There is a bill pending in the senate pro- 
viding for a solicitor for this court. As 
soon as the present complications as to 
its existence are cleared away this bill will 
be either passed or voted down. The can- 
didates are all at sea and what they will 
do none of them know. ° 


A PAUPER’S PITIFUL PLEA. 


An Old Man Who Says He Must Beg 
or Starve to Death. 

He shaded his eyes with a paisied hand 
and tcttered as he walked from the pris- 
oner’s room into the presence of Acting Re- 
corder Morris yesterday afternoon. He 
was an old man and long white beard 
covered his face and white locks fell in 
tangled masses over his wrinkled fore- 
head. 

The prisoner was Dan Kelly, en old man 
who has been in the city several weeks 
begging on the streets. Yesterday morn- 
ing he was in the Kimball louse asking 
every one whom he met to give him a 
nickel. Three or four times he was or- 
dered to leave the hotel, but he paid no 
attention to the orders and he was finally 


Kelly said to the police court judge: 

“T am an old confederate soldier and I 
am nearly blind. I can’t work and if I 
don’t beg, I will starve to death. I was 
sent to the stockade last week and I was 
only an expense to the city, for they had 
to feed me and I was not able to work 
at all.” 

The acting recorder said he believed it 
was his duty to enforce the city ordinance 
and the old man was sent to the stockade 
for another eleven days.

CYRUS WRITES i" 
PATHETIC LETTER 


Asks Rev. Stephenson To Pray for His 
Forgiveness. 


HE BEGS FOR A COMMUTATION 


Letter Is the Last Appeal of a Con- 
demned Man. 


IT WILL BE READ TO THE GOVERNOR 


Those Interested in the Case Will Read 
the Letter to Governor 
Sees Atkinson. 


Tom Cyrus, the negro who has been con- 
demned to hang for the murder of his mis- 
tress, has written a pathetic letter to Rev. 
R. 8S. ‘Stephenson. of this city, pleading 
with him to pray for him and ask the gov- 
ernor for clemency. 

Those interested in the case of Cyrus 
will go before Governor Atkinson and read 
this letter to him. They will at the same 
time make a strong appeal for the life of 
the condemned man. 

The letter is a last appeal of a man who 
has almost given up all hope. The pris- 
oner confesses to the crime, but prays for 
mercy on the ground that he was overcome 
by passion, and knew not what he was 
doing. He asks the minister to pray for 
him and humbly beseeches him to request 
the governor to commute the sentence. 

The letter is ag follows: 

“Atianta, Ga., November 29, 1897.—Rev. 
R. 8. Stephenson, Atlanta. Dear Sir and 
Friend: 1 will try to write you a few lines, 
for I believe you are a true minister of 
God, and have feeling for any poor bur- 
dened soul; and surely no poor man ever 
felt the need of a friend more tnan | do 
now. But there is not one single truth con- 
cerning the crime for which I must soon 
die that I would hide from God or man. 
I am thankful I was brought up to tell 
the truth, even if my own word aoés take 
my life. ‘You have been good to come in 
jail to see me and pray for me, and I want 
you to pray for me ail the time. I try to 
pray and beg God's mercy and forgiveness 
all the time, for He does know that I was 
just crazy, or killed Annie before [ could 
think. I would not have killed her or any 
one else for the whole worid, and God 
Knows it. I would give the whole world if 
I had not done it, but it is all to late now. 
I do know I have tried to live right any 
obey the law all my life, and never did get 
into any trouble before, and I can’t tell you 
my feelings about the awful circumstances 
as they are now. It nearly paralyses my 
heart to think of it. My mother died when 

was ten years old. and I have always 
since tried to keep the advice of the good 
white people I lived about—and let whisky 
and cards alone and never have entered a 
poolroom, and the only fight I ever had 
was when I was@yelve years old. and now 
to think all is g is too much to think of. 
Please beg the Lerd’s mercy on me all the 
time and help me pray to the good Lord 
to help our governor and to be in his heart 
all the time, for he is the only power on 
earth J have to Jook to. Pray that he may 
spare my life and make me a humble bound 
servant the rest of my days on this earth. 
If ever any poor negro did fee! the need of 
everybody's prayers, I do. I eommitted the 
awful crime without a second’s forethought 
at an unguarded moment, and all I could 
do then was to confess my crime and beg 
God’s mercy on my poor soul; and I will 
continue to beg His mercy till my last 
breath is gone and pray to be the humblest 
human on earth as long as I am spared to 
stay here. Please pray for me all the time. 
Humbly your servant.

Cheekiest Rogue on Record Operates at 
the Police Barracks. 


BEARDS THE LION IN HIS DEN 


Police Afraid To Leaye Valuables 
Where They Can Be Taken. 


CHIEF OF POLICE TALKS ABOUT IT 


Efforts To Be Made to Captume This 
Very Bold and Very Cheeky 
Rogue by the Victims. 


“It just beats anything: I ever saw in my 
life,’’ remarked a policeman at the barracks 
last night, “this thing of a mysterious 
thief selecting the police barracks as the 
scene Of his operations. There is no one 
disguising the fact that there is a thief 
who has been pilfering at the barracks off 
and on for the past. six months and steal- 
ing everything of any value which was 
left where he could get his hand on it with- 
out detection. You just make some inqui- 
ries among the policemen and you will find 
out that the men.are afraid to leave any- 
thing lying about which is at all valuable. 
There have been lots and lots of things 
missing about the barracks which have 
never been found.’’ 

The officer was addressing a reporter of 
The Constitution. The subject had come 
up during a discussion of the robbery com- 
mitted last week in the office of the city 
detectives, when a thief took $22 from the 
desk drawer of Detective Sergeant Har- 
vey Bedford. This sebbery has been in- 
vestigated, but no clew to the thief has 
ever come to light. Bedford left his money 
in a drawer which was locked on a Thurs- 
day morning, and when he opened the 


drawer, which was still locked, on the fol- 


lowing Saturday, he found the money gone. 

A few months ago Detective Green Conn 
lost $40, which was stolen from him at the 
barracks. 

Since then, hats, revolvers, cuff buttons, 
whisky and other articles captured by the 
detectives and money have strangely dis- 
appeared. 

That a thief should come right into the 
citadel of law and fron-handed justice,

Nothing has ever been 
stolen out of my office since 1 have been 
chief and ] have no fear that there ever 
will be.’’ 

The chief said further that if all the 
stealings reported were true the rogue was 
one of the most ‘‘gheeky’’ on record. 

At present those who have business at the 
barracks are not careless about leaving va)- 
uables around. 

It is supposed that the rogue has selected 
the police barracks as his field of operations 
on the idea that he will not be suspected.
